Matilda Margaret was married to 
the late Nicholas Singer, of Lewis 
County, West Virginia, where she 
now resides. Rebecca Frances, a 
very promising young person, died 
in early youth. Rachel Hannah, 
the pride of the family, died at six 
years of age. William James mar¬ 
ried Miss Mary Ellen Watson, in 
Lewis County, and settled there. 

Nancy Bradshaw, daughter of 
the Huntersville pioneer, married 
Levi Cackiey, and lived on Stamp¬ 
ing Creek, near Mill Point. Her 
children ass mentioned in the 
sketch of the Cackiey family. 

Margaret Bradshaw, the second 
daughter, was married to the late 
John Gwin, on Jackson's River in 
Bath County. Her daughter, Nan¬ 
cy, was the first 


the late Thomas Campbell, High¬ 
land County, Virginia. Her sec¬ 
ond marriage was with the Rev J. 
W. Canter, a well-known minister 
of the M. E. Church South. 

Thoa far we have it in our pow¬ 
er to tell our readeri something of 
one of the most noted men in the 
early history of oar county, aided 
by bia grand daughter, Mrs Hul¬ 
dah McLaughlin. Mr BrndshAw 
owned the lands now held by Hon 
William Carry, Amos Barlow, Esq, 
that recently held by the late Wil¬ 
liam J. McLaughlin, the site of 
Huntersville, and from the James 
Sharp property on .Brown's Creek 
almost to Dilley's Mill. He do¬ 
nated and deeded the site for the 
public buildings of Pocahontas 
County—without reservation. In 
a lottery venture he drew a prize 
of ten thousand dollars, which 
made him one of the money kings 
of bia times. 

Id appearance his personality 
was striking,—large and portly, 
and scrupulously neat in bia dress. 
He used a crutch that was profuse¬ 
ly ornnmentnd with silver mount¬ 
ings. Hia manners were those of 
an elegant gentleman of the old 
school. 

About the time of Tarleton's 
raid to Charlottesville he was draft¬ 
ed into the service. Late Satur¬ 
day evening the notice was served 
on him to be ready to report for 
duty Monday morning. His young 
Scotch-Irish wife was equal to the 
emergency. ’ She cooked, washed, 
cried, and prayed nil day Sunday, 
and had him ready for the war 
early Monday morning, and by 
night he was in Staunton, on his 
march for Yorktown, where he 
says ho fought in blood “shoe- 
mouth deep.” 

He died suddenly in 1837. His 
remains are marked by the wild 

cherry tree in the old Hdntersville 
cemetery, that is said to be grow¬ 
ing directly over his grave. In a 
beautiful sense he is resting un¬ 
der the shade of a tree from the 
toils, dangers, and privations of 
pioneer life. w. t. p.

There is something beautiful in 
the general idea of shearing sheep 
of those who have not sheared 
them. They think what nice work 
it is to atrip off the snowy fleece 
and to ruu their fingers thro the 
soft wool which forma the winter 
cost. About one sheep would serve 
to dispel any illoaion any one may 
have on the subject. The novice 
ia ill prepared for the work before 
him. I remember one case of a 
student of farming. He came from 
the good old county of Kent where 
Heruwsnl-tbe-Wake used to circu¬ 
late, if I remainder aright. He 
came out under an agent to learn 
farming in a country where every 
body who ia foot loose is doing hia 
beat to uulearn it. The agent wan¬ 
ted a hundred pounds sterling ns a 
premium. This premium is paid 
by the emigrant as a token of good- 
will on his part and to show that 
he is in earnest. Then the agent 
helped him buy an outfit and 
brought the stranger to a strange 
land—the laud of dollars and sense 
—and* charged him twenty-five 
dollars per month board and teach¬ 
ing him to fa.m in a country neigh¬ 
borhood where he could have lived 
the life of a gentleman of leisure 
on $12 per month and every thing 
found. - His knowledge of farming 
after a years assiduous toil amount¬ 
ed to a perfect idea how nine cows 
should be milked, night and morn¬ 
ing. The oue year taught him, 
however, that he could board with 
some real farmer, if be would work 
hard, for nothing. He had a dim 
idea of being a sheep breeder and 
looked forward to the shearing of 
sheep with no feelings of disquie¬ 
tude. * 

The morning was a perfect one 
when we first drove the sheep into 
q pen to be clipped. Of coarse t])e 
hands had secured all the shears 
that would cat and left the Eng¬ 
lishman a pair that would take an 
instinctive delight in * pinching 
blood blisters on his fingers. The 
day had not passed until he was 
advised as to the shearing of the 
sheep, and it had lost all its charms. 

The sheep were put,in n pen and 
tables prepared to operate upon.

He 
objected that the Bible should be 
rend in a school attended by his 
children.* The trustees arranged 
that these children should be in a 
room to themselves during opening 
exercises in which the Scriptures 
were read. In the meantime the 
Kenedy children behaved so badly 
they were expelled. In March, 
Kenedy received from the Court of 
Appeals a mandamus ordering the 
school board to discontinue the Bi¬ 
ble reading in the Boothville 
school. This the board refuses to 
do, and hence the board is to ap¬ 
pear before the Supreme Court to 
show the cause why it has not dis¬ 
pensed with the Bible reading.

The law passed to establish a 
school-book l>oard for every coun¬ 
ty, was acted on last Friday at the 
special term of Coart, appointing 
8. B. Hanna, Peter Arbogsst, G. 
E. Moore, H. S. Rucker, George 
P. Moore, M. G. Mathews, Isaac 
McNeel, and Crugen Grimes mem¬ 
bers of the school-book board for 
this county. Nuoh board is to con¬ 
sist of representative taxpaying 
citisens; four of whom are to be 
freeholders ami not school teach¬ 
ers, and st least three to be school¬ 
teachers holding number one cer¬ 
tificates. The superintendent of 
free schools is a member cx officio, 
and acts as secretary. Their term 
of office shall be for fonr years and 
is very lucrative, paying the mem¬ 
bers two dollars a day. They are 
allowed to serve for pay two days 
at the most in each year. Five 
members constitute n quorum. The 
secretary keeps a record of the 
rotes of each tuember voting on 
any proposition, ami such books 
arc open for inspection. 

The immediate duties are to 
adopt a textbook on each subject 
not already provided for by tbe 
contract of 18%, and such text- 
book shall remain the textbook for 
the county for five years. The 
publisher must supply a bond hi 
the penalty of $1U,000, and deliver 
on board cars to the address of the 
depositary of each district. 

Tbe law is a heavy, ponderous 
affair that will have its drawbacks. 
Different Counties wiij have differ¬ 
ent books, and when a man moves 
bis family ncros the line be will 
have to change the school-books. 
The price of books will necessnrily 
advance, as there will be no sharp 
competition entered into by the 
publishers such ns when contract¬ 
ing to supply the whole State. On 
^»oUier band, it will-*bring the 

hat own bands 
and prevent expensive changes of 
bookB by a bunch of legislators.

They 
pay ft good big price for board, and 
by tbe time school is out, after 
paying for the necessaries of life. 
—clothes to keep them frorfc freez¬ 
ing as they travel up and down 
these cold Alleghany mountains 
and along the deep icy hollows to 
tbeir schools,—they have nothing 
left but a few rusty coppers that 
will scarcely rattle in their pockets. 

Now we hope the Board of Ed¬ 
ucation will give this subject a 
thought, and when another school- 
year ia uahered in may the hearts 
of the worthy teachers be gladden¬ 
ed by an increase of salary of 25 
per cent at least. It is a fact the 
patrons will rooeive the same ben¬ 
efit through sn <4qprea*e of first- 
class teachers, :R. M0.

that their forefathers paid tithes to 
to-the Protestant clergy, rent to 
absentee landlords, and a forced 
obedience to the laws which these 
landlords had made. And even 
tho the rancoious Celt were to for¬ 
get and forgive, that will not pre¬ 
vent the sure development of an 
intractable nice and tho introduct¬ 
ion of intractable elements into the 
character of the great American 
nation. It will be more than half 
Celtic. There will be other races

what is now Pocahontas County 
early in the century John 8harp, 
Senior, a native of Ireland, is rich¬ 
ly deserving of more'than passing 
notice. He is the ancestor of the 
families of that name that consti¬ 
tute such n marked proportion of 
the Frost community, and have 
been identified with that vicinity 
for the post 95 years. Previous to 
the Revolution he came in with 
the tide of Scotch-Irish imigro- 
grntiou that spread over Pennsyl¬ 
vania and New Jersey and thence 
moved South, and finally located 
iu Rockingham County, Virginia. 

His wife was Margaret Blaine 
whose parnits resided iu west 
Rockingham in the viciuity of 
Rawley Springs.* She was a rela¬ 
tive of the Rev John S. Blaine, 
one of the pioneer Presbyterian 
pastors in our county. 

After” a residence of several 
years in Rockingham County, Mr 
Sharp came to Pocahontas in order 
to secure land for the use of his 
large and industrious family, and 
be succeeded well, and saw them 
well fixed in life all around him. 
He reached Frost in 1802, and set¬ 
tled on the place now occupied by 
Abram Sharp, Esq. There were 
six sons and as many daughters. 
The daughters were Margaret, An¬ 
na, Isabella, Elizabeth. Rosa, and 
Polly. Margaret became Mrs Hen¬ 
ry Dilley, and lived on Thorny 
Creek. Anna was parried to Dan¬ 
iel McOollam, who finally moved 
to Ohio. Isabella became Mrs Al¬ 
exander Ryder, who lived so lontj 
on the top of the Alleghany, seven 
miles east of Huntersville. Eliza- 
both was the wife of the Rev Jas. 
Wan less, a widely know Methodist 
minister, and. lived on upper 
Thorny Creek, where John F, 
VVanles3 now resides. 

Rosa Sharp was married to the 
Rev WiUmra J. Ryder, on Back

The weather man admitted that 
he had missed it and often did. He 
was braver than roost weather men, 
willing "to dio in the estimation of 
his frieuds with smiling lips, spar¬ 
ing them the spectacle of an un¬ 
seemly death struggle uu worthy of 
a prophet and sage. 91 

Wliat I really started to say was 
that it was one of those late hot 
days when 1 had almost despaired 
of getting cool. I suddenly remem¬ 
bered my arithmetic, which, in my 
school days, no%-er failed to bring 
up what night be callrtl a mental 
thunder-storm, and the atmosphere 
became cool ull around me; the 
cold wave starting from whero the 
teacher stood.

The Utter consists in such wild 
revelry as rnidyig ice cream saloons 
getting pictures taken, singing thro 
the streets, driving recklessly and 
mystifying people with absurd 
questions. Passing over this ef¬ 
fusion of somo misguided school 
girl with silent scorn, I presently 
came to something else not qnite 
so ghastly. This was n piece of pa¬ 
per, some thing smaller than a yard 
square, securely fastened. How it 
got there I am sure I do n’t know, 
bat I recognized the paper instant¬ 
ly and my mind flew back to one 
dreadfully cold morning, in a 
school room in a little but loud ed¬ 
ucational centre, in a not very ob¬ 
scure part of this faraway West 
Virginia. The paper was not quite 
a yard square and was covered on 
both sides with figures almost large 
enough to be seen across the street, 
with a sum in partial-payments. 
We hod gone to the class one morn¬ 
ing with that particular sum, all 
unworked, unhonored or unsung, 
und we were feeling very gloomy. 
I do n't think any of us ever had 
much faith in onr teacher's mathe¬ 
matical qualifications—she’s mar¬ 
ried now and can’t be hurt—since 
one day when she told us that aft¬ 
er getting to a certain place to 
“turn back and see how far you’ve 
gone. 11 It didliot seem possible to 
me then that a woman conld go 
about carrying mathematical prob¬ 
lems in head with an unsatisfied 
desire to play tiddle-de-winks, aud 
we felt from the beginning of our 
lessons iu arithmetic that sooner 
or later we, teacher and all, would 
get into trouble. Our apprehen¬ 
sions were reasonable, for our 
teacher became plunged in serious 
mathematical difficultiesassoon as 
this sum was presented to her, with 
a remark from one of tlfle girls to 
the effect that she did not believe 
that even 4 ‘you can work that sum.” 
This girl always says the first thing 
that comes handy and therefore is 
kept busy keeping herself afloot in 
sea of troubles three hundred and 
forty-five days out of the year. But 
the girl was right. The sum was 
too much jwith iu perplexities for 
our teacher, but she stood at the 
bla;k- board with placid persistence 
slamming away with the chalk, 
now tumiug the pages backwards 
and forwards to look for the rule 
and abusing the day, she was

Elizabeth Arbog&st, daughter of 
Solomon Arbogast, near Glade 
Hill. He settled a mile from Frost 
on the west branch of Knupp’s 
Creek, in the pine woods, and 
opened up a nice home. His fam¬ 
ily consists of seven sons and two 
daughters: Upton Porter, William 
Bradford, Clifton Chalmers, Ernest 
Gilmer, George Mervin, Charles 
Letcher, Minnie Ursula, and Nan¬ 
cy Elizabeth Daisy, Minnie is 
now Mrs Ellis Busurd. near Glade 
Hill. Upton Porter is a teacher in 
tho public schools. 

J. B. F. Sharp, of John of Wil¬ 
liam of John, pioneer, married Ma¬ 
ry Alice Gibson, of Bath, and now 
lives uear Frost. Henderson Wick- 
liue, Carrie, Bessie Ellen, Ruthie 
McRae are their children. 

C. O. W. Sharp, another son of 
the same family, married Miss 
Amanda Grimes, daughter of Da¬ 
vid, and settled near Froet. There 
were six sons and three daughters.

Clara, now Mrs Henry Overholt; 
Docin, now Mrs W arreu; Effie, Mre 
J. E. Campbell; Lizzie, Mrs Mack 
Ervine; Bertha, Lucy, and Pearl. 
Gilbert Sharp is at home, a well- 
known machinest; Albert Sharp 
resides at Mnrlinton, where he is 
n well-known citizen and has per¬ 
formed on active part in the con¬ 
struction of improvements. 

Thus far wo have been able to 
illustrate to some extent the histo¬ 
ry of John Sharp the settler. As 
was intimated, the great motive 
that prompted his coming to the 
bead of Kuapp's Creek was to get 
land. In this he was successful. 
His landed possessions reached 
from the Gibson farm near Frost 
up the West Branch to Armenia* 
Busnrd's, near Glade Hill; he had 
property iu the Hills, on Thorny 
Creek, and on Buffalo Mountain 
beyond Green Bunk, and the most 
of these lands yet in the possession 
of his descendants. 

He was small in person, blue 
eyes, light hair, and of florid com- 
plexion. He was constantly em¬ 
ployed. Mrs Sharp was quiet iu 
all her ways, very diligent in her 
duties, and patiently met and en¬ 
dured the toils aud i neon Yemen- 
cies of living iu the woods. These 
persons were pious, and some of 
the first religious meetings ever 
held in the vicinity of Frost were 
at their house.

If oar readers have de¬ 
rived any pleasure from this sketch 
their thanks are largely doe James 
McCollam and Mrs Nancy Calli* 
son, of Locust, upon whose reten* 
tive memories the writer has drawn 
for most of the particulars here 
giveu. 

John Jordan, the pioneer, was 
one of the original ruling elders of 
the Oak Grove Presbyterian 
church. His house was open to 
Methodist aud Presbyterian minis¬ 
ters without any apparent discrim¬ 
ination, and for years was one of 
the^ main preachiug places for 
Methodist ministers. Hu donated 
the site for the Methodist church 
near his residence. This church 
was destroyed by fire, under sus¬ 
picious circumstances, about sixty 
years ago. * In its time this was 
the most comfortable building of 
the kind in Pocahontas County in 
possession of that sect. In his 
death Mr Jordan was greatly 
mourned, for so many felt they had 
been bereaved of a true and useful 
friend. The poorer, people seem 
to have been especially grieved. 
He was buried near the ruins of 
the millstone Run Church, And 
his grave seems to have been nice¬ 
ly cared for. A neatly carved stone 
(the handiwork of the late John 
Brulfey) marks the place whore a 
good man rests inr hope. His life's 
duty is doue, and with tears of 
genuine affection he was tenderly 
laid here under the trees, planted 
by the unseen band of the God he 
served. _ w.

Ik an article republished in the 
Control Presbyterian, taken from 
the American Agriculturist, we 
find some interesting thoughts 
about hoeing corn that are hereby 
laid before the reader. Two rea¬ 
sons are usually ^fiven for cultivat¬ 
ing the soil. One is to prevent 
weeds from growing, which causes 
a drain on the soil moisture. The 
other reosou is to overcome s com¬ 
pact condition of the soil which is 
continually induced by gravity. 
This compactness of soil increases 
the effectiveness of the capillary 
force, dmwing the moisture to the 
surface where it is evaporated and 
lost to the soil and no longer nour¬ 
ishes plant life. 

While these two reasons go very 
far towards explaining the impor¬ 
tance of cultivation,-— hoeing and 
plowing,—still there is much of 
something else to be explained. 
The velocities, the direction, and 
the general nature of the capillary 
currents in the soil, the relntiou of 
these currents to plowing aud hoe¬ 
ing,'and the bearing of these cur¬ 
rents on the aeration and general 
physicological work of the plant- 
roots. These capillary currents run 
up and down ns a general rule. 
When the surface ia drying the 
capillary force drawB the moisture 
up; but after a rain, when there is 
an excess of water in the surface 
soil, this seeps downward. 

Now were it not for disturbing 
the roots of the growing plants the 
present system of plowing and 
hoeing might not be open to criti¬ 
cism or improvement, so it nmy be 
asked might not the present sys¬ 
tem be modified so as to affect the 
direction and increase the brisk¬ 
ness of the capillary circulation. 
as corn is commonly cultivated the 
ground is stirred at intervals of 
from one week to eight or ton days. 
This operation violently upsets the 
working of the capillary currents 
in the moisturo of the soil, as well 
as of the diffusion curreuts in the 
soil gascB. Now if some method 
be devised by which the ground, 
by the same amount of work, could 


ing afforded him. In bis joyful 
exhiteration as a special manifes¬ 
tation of hia delight he struck bis 
friend Jordan on the back of his 
hand with a aide blow of his own.

He was a “hard 
money” man in hia financial pref¬ 
erences, aud couvorted all paper 
money be received into silver and 
gold. Miss Miriam McNeel, daugh¬ 
ter of John McNeel, the Levels 
pioneer, found oat in some way 
that tho young merchant had 
about a half-bushel of coin, and it 
seemed to occur to her mind that 
if a person disabled as he was 
conld make that much money he 
could certainly take good care of 
her. To the surprise of her friends 
that a nice sensible girl as Bhe 
was should fancy a cripple, she 
did not discourage the attentions 
of the hustliug young Irishmnu, 
and they were happily married. 

At that period in our local his¬ 
tory a young man’s recommenda¬ 
tion was liis ability to clear laud, 
split rails, and grab; but to marry 
n cripple in store-clothes was not 
to be thought of. 

After their marriage Mr Jordan 
continued to prosper in making a 
living, and purchased some ser¬ 
vants to wait on the girl that had 
made such a surprising venture as 
to marry him. He settled on the 
Mill Stone Run, between Hillsbo¬ 
ro and Locust, opening ap a prop¬ 
erty now in possession of Isaac M. 
McNoel, Esq., whose wife, Miriam 
Nannie Beard, is a grand-daughter 
of the pioneer merchant.. 

There were five sons and three 
dan^htore, John, Jonathan, Isaac, 
Abram, Franklin, Jane, Nancy, 
and Afartha.

Movements of more than ordi¬ 
nary interest are going on in the 
coal regions of ten tastes. The 
situation ia such that no reflecting 
'patriot can consider it without 
feelings of serious apprehension. 
There must be something of more 
than ordinary import that makes 
three hundred thousand laboring 
people restless and impatient. ■ 80 
far as they have given expreesiwir 
'for the reasons of their discontent, 
they declare that if they continue 
: to work at the wages now given, 
they and their families must go 
without the comforts of life and 
some of the necessities besides. It 
seeuiB they have decided that if 
starvation is bound to be without 
striking, they may as well starve 
while doing what they can to im¬ 
prove their prospects for the fu- 
ture. 

The miners complain that low as 
wages are, they are wronged, giev- 
ously wronged in the measurement 
of their work by screens of illegal 
width, and by being oompelled to 
deal at 'company stores’ and dwell 
in 'company houses,’ exacting 
prices and rents are thus made. 
Being'discharged from employment 
is the penalty for living or trading 
elsewhere. 

In making these complaints, the 
miners are amply supported by 
what investigating committees sent 
out by various State legislatures 
have from time to time reported 
for years past.. 

And when we tarn to the mine 
.operators and consider what they 
have to say in this perilous discus¬ 
sion, we find it most vehemently 
asserted that they cannot pay mare 
wages and do business at a profit, 
and they tell us too that those op¬ 
erators who do not resort to those 
devices of extortion, “company 
stores and houses,” are at twenty 
per ceut. disadvantage in compet¬ 
ing with mine operators who have 
the stores and the houses. 

Let all this be as it may, one 
thing is very certain, that in the 
States of Pennsylvania, Ohio, West 
Virginia, Illinois, Indians, Alaba¬ 
ma, Iowa and Kentucky the work¬ 
ing people in the coal regions are 
now living so near absolute want 
and suffering that desperation has 
become, to use a medical express¬ 
ion, ‘chronic and confirmed.’ And 
those people, be they Congressmen, 
Senators or leading citizens, who 
expect contentment, home building 
the proper education and training 
of children, and good citizenship 
under the conditions complained 
of, would be the right kind of per¬ 
sons to send to a thicket of thorn 
trees to gather baskets of grapes. 

The situation seems charged 
with the elements of an insurrect¬ 
ion or revolution, and the whole 
nation has a more than a common 
interest in it. Here are suffering 
ettizensby the half-million, moving 
together in the belief that they are 
struggling for food and shelter, 
raiment and education for their 
wives and children and themselves. 
People in such a situation do not 
reason as lawyere would or as pros¬ 
perous, well fed citizens do. 

From what has happened in 
former strikes, of much less pro¬ 
portions, it is at least dreaded that 
if this contest lasts any length of

From an old history of Virginia 
we find the personal experience of 
one who was captured by the In¬ 
dians. 

About 1775, James Moore tnov. 
ed to Taaewell County, Virginia, 
and settled in Abb’s Valley. His 
parents were of thoac^dfiven from 
Scotland in the persecution of the 
Covenanters by Charles I., and 
and having aettled for a while in 
the north of Ireland Yefore ami-

from New Jeroen in 1770, or there¬ 
abouts, and aettled on Brawn's 
Mountain near Driocul, which ia 
yet known as the “McCollum 
Place," now in the poeseoeion of 
Amos Barlow, Esq. Hia children 
were Jacob, -Daniel, William, Re¬ 
becca, Mary, and Sarah. 

Jacob McCollam first settled on 
the “Jake Place,” a mile or so west 
of Huntersville on the road to 
Marlinton; thence he went to Illi¬ 
nois, and was killed by n falling 
tree. • 

Daniel McCollam married Anna 
Sharp, daughter of John Sharp, 
the Froet pioneer, and settled first 
cm the Bridger Place near Verdant 
Valley, thence to the Marony place 
Buckeye, aud finally settled

the north of Ireland before emi¬ 
grating to America, ware known aa 
the Scotch.Irish. He bad moved 
from Walker’s Creek in Hock- 
bridge County. . . 

On the 14th of June, 1786, his 
ihole family was massacred by the 
Indiana or taken captive. He had 
prospered greatly, and at the time 
of the raid he bad 100 head of 
horses and a good stock of cattle. 
On the fatal morning a gang of 
horses had come in to the lick- 
blocks about one hundred yards 
from the house, and James Moore 
took his salt-bag and weut to salt 
them. Hia two hands were reap, 
ing wheat. The Indians, about 30 
in number, had been lying in am¬ 
bush and rushed in and killed two 
children who were coming from 
the spring, and George Simpson, 
an old man in the house. They 
took the rest of the family as pris¬ 
oners. The father hearing the 
shots tried to get to the house, but 
finding it -surrounded rushed past 
it and would have escaped but 
stopped on a fence within rifle- 
shot as tho he would return. There 
he was killed, seven balls travers¬ 
ing bis body. 

Of the prisoners, John, a boy 
weak in mind and body, was toma¬ 
hawked; the baby was fretful, so 
ah Indian took it by its feet and 
dashed its brains out against a 
trees when they they reached the 
towns near the Scioto Biver Mrs 
Moore and her daughter Jane were 
slowly burned to death at the stake. 
Mary Moore was released from 
captivity and returned to Rock¬ 
bridge County, and she Afterwards 
married a minister of the gospel 
by the name of Rev 8 am ael 
Brown. Of her children five be¬ 
came Presbyterian ministers, one 
of whom, Rev Samuel Blown, died 
a few years age^near Millboro. 

The child Mary Moore owed her 
release, probably, to her meeting 
with* her brother James, who had 
been captured by the Indiana in 
1784, when he was 14 years old. It 
is of his personal experience writ¬ 
ten by himself that is so interest¬ 
ing. 

On the 7tb of September, 1784, 
nearly two years before the famtly 
waa broken np by the Indians, 
James Moore was sent by hia fath- 
er to catch a horse to go to mill 
twelve miles 


A Strange Dinner. 

The following ucconnt of the 
strangest dinner ever eaten since 
the apple was bitten in Eden, near¬ 
ly six thousand years since, should 
iuterest our readers. It gives a 
clue to what has become a leading 
industry of the times, canning and 
refridgerating food products: 

Perlmps the moat remarkable 
ditiner ou record was that given by 
an antiquarian named Goebel in 
the city of Brussels, a short time 
since. 

At the dinner were apples that 
ripeued more than 1800 years ago, 
bread made from wheat grown be¬ 
fore the childreu of I areal passed 
thro the Red Sea, and spread with 
I butter that was made whe Eliza¬ 
beth was Q.ueen of England. The 
repast was washed down with wine 
that was old when Columbus was 
was playing withe boys of Genoa. 

The apples were taken from an 
earthen jar taken from the ruins of 
Pompeii, the wheat was taken from 
a chamber in one of the pyramids, 
the butter from a stone slielf in an 
old well in Hcotland where for sev¬ 
eral centuries it had lain in an 
evrtben crock in icy water, and the 
wine was recovered from on old 
vault in the city of Corinth. 

There were six guests at the ta¬ 
ble, and each hod a mouthful of 
bread and a teaspoonful of the wine 
bnt was permitted to help himself 
bountifully to the butter, there be¬ 
ing several pounds of it. The ap¬ 
ple jar held about two thirds of a 
gallon. The fruit was as sweet and 
as finely flavored as if it had been 
preserved but a tow' months.

in Noble County, Missouri. Two 
of his daughters remained in Po¬ 
cahontas. Mary (Polly) who be¬ 
came Mrs John Buckley. Her son 
is the Rev Joshua Buckley, a ven¬ 
erable and greatly respected citi¬ 
zen of Buckeye. The other daugh¬ 
ter, Jane McCollam, was married 
to the late Joseph Friel and lived 
on the Greenbrier about five miles 
above Marlinton, where some of 
her family yet reside. Rachel ai\d 
Nancy went with their father to 
Missouri. Rachel became Mrs 
VanTnnsell and Nanejf became 
Mrs Brown. Daniel McCollam set 
out to visit his former home, and 
while coming np the Ohio be was 
exposed to the smallpox. He at 
once went back and died of the 
disease in his western home. 

Rebecca McCollam, daughter of 
the pioneer, was married to the 
late Robert Moore, senior, of Ed- 
ray. Ifsao Moore, Esq., Robert 
Moore, junior, and Jane Moore, 
the wife of the late Andrew Dnf- 
field, near West Union, were her 
children. 

Sarah McCollam, daughter of 
the ancestor, was married to John 
8 harp, aud lived on the place oc¬ 
cupied by J. Wesley Irvine, near 
Verdant Valley, who is her grand¬ 
son. Ellen, who became Mrs Am- 
aziah Irvine; Mary, who became 
Mrs Josiah Friel; Rebecca, who 
was Mrs John R. Duffield; and 
Nancy, who was Mrs William Ir¬ 
vine, were her daughters. 

Mary McCollam, daughter of the 
pioneer, was married to Thomas 
Brock and lived on the “Duffield 
Place,” now held by Newton Duf¬ 
field. Her children were Daniel 
Brock, who married a Miss Me- 
Clung, of Nicholas County; Wil¬ 
liam Brock, Robert Brock, end 
Margaret, wife of the late William 
Duffield, near the Warwick spring. 

William McCollam, son of the 
origiual ancestor, married Sally 
Drinnan, daughter of Lawrence 
Drinnan, whose home was on 
Greenbrier River, on the upper 
pert of Levi Gay’s farm, very near 
the bank of the stream. It is to 
be remembered as the place where 
James Baker, one of the first 
school-teachers, was slain by an 
Indian warrior about 1786. Boon 
after bis marriage be aettled near 
the sun mit of Buck’s Mountain, 
about 1798, perhaps three hundred 
yards of the residence now occu¬ 
pied by his son, James MoCollam, 

Esq. Traces of the old home are 
yet visible (1897.) His family 
consisted of five sons and six 
daughters. John, La wren oe, Wil¬ 
liam, Isaac, James, Sarah, Busan, 

Nanoy, Matilda, Rebeoca, and

Thus far it has been placed in 
otir power to illustrate the family 
history of these worthy people. 

William McCollam was one of 
the original members of the Stony 
Creek M. E. Church, and while he 
lived was prominent iu meetings 
and the official proceedings. Up¬ 
on one occasion while the parents 
were absent attending meeting or 
visiting the sick, the house caught 
fire and was consumed with the 
moet of its contents. At the time 
of the burning, John, the eldest 
son, was about eight years old; 
Lawrence was about two. In the 
confusion the baby boy seems to 
have been forgotten, and when 
John asked where is the baby he 
was told by one of the little girls 
that he was in the cradle asleep. 
John pressed through the smoke 
and heat at the risk of his life, and 
brought his little brother out alive, 
but in doing so both were so badly 
burned as to have scars upon their 
persons long as they lived. 

This man toiled on, however, re¬ 
built bis humble home, opened 
more land, and in the meanwhile 
eleven children had gathered 
around bis table. At the time 
when his care aud presence seem¬ 
ed moet needed it seemed good to 
the God he loved to call him away 
from a responsibility so important. 
The sugar season had just opened, 
the morning wsb such as to indi¬ 
cate a heavy run, and much wood 
were needed to keep the kettles 
boiling fast enough to reduce 
properly the luscious syrup. On 
the fourth of March, 1818, he had 
morning prayer, sang a hymn of 
praise to Him that watches tbs 
sparrow when it falls, and went 
forth cheerfully to his work. A 
large redoak-tree suited to hia pur¬ 
pose was selected, which soon 1 tow¬ 
ed and fell before his stalwart 
blows, but somehow a limb from 
another tree in its rebound smote 
him with anch a furious foroe that 
he never seemed conscious of what 
had happened. This oceared about 
a mile from home, near where 
James Hannah lives.

meat. After night another kettle 
was boiled and eaten, but no meat. 
Tbia is Indian policy after fasting. 

During the whole jonrney the 
prisoner was barefooted. He walk¬ 
ed over rattlesnakes, but was not 
permitted to kill any, as the In¬ 
dians regarded them as thei# 
friends. After this they kilim 
deer or buffalo whenever they 
needed anything to eat. 

They crossed the Ohio between 
the months of Guyondot and Big 
Bandy rivers, on logs lashed to¬ 
gether with grapo-vinea. They 
reached their towns near where 
Chillioothe now stands twenty 
days after they set out. On the 
banks of the Scioto they remained 
one day, and left pictures repre¬ 
senting three Indiana and one pris¬ 
oner. Two years after the otbera 
of the family who were brought 
this far were shown theee pictures 
and the meaning explained by the 
Indians. The route taken by these 
three Indians and their boy pris¬ 
oner most have lain through Mc¬ 
Dowell, Wyoming, Logan (or Min¬ 
go), and Wayne Counties. 

Young Moore remained with the 
Indians that winter and waa sold 
to a detroit trader next spring for 
$60. His little sister roe after¬ 
words taken north and sold for a 
half a gallon of rum, and waa 
found by her brother. The ad¬ 
ministrator of their father's estate, 
Thomas Ivinga, came north to look 
for his sister, Martha Ivinga, the 
hired girl who was also taken pris¬ 
oner, and finding her and the twe 
surviving children of the pioneer 
of Abb’s Valley broaght them 
back to Virginia.

In i recent issue of the Green¬ 
brier Independent the Hon J. W. 
Da via advances the idea that the 
commonly teed expression “cold 
ataw” ie not correct but that the 
proper term ia “cole slaw,” the 
word cole meaning cabbage.

Aa used by people in general 
the word a|aw denotes sliced or 
chopped caoboge, and nil tlaw ia 
divided iuto two principle disheaj 
by the housewife. That whioh ia 
cooked aud served warm aud known 
as “hot slaw"; and that uncooked, 
distinguished from the other by 
the name of “cold slaw.’ 1 Mr Da- 
via is right, but if we accept his 
view of the case the autocrat of 
the dinner tabic will be compelled 
to say, “Won’t yon have some of 
the ‘cold cole-slaw?’ ” And hiB 
equally punctilious neighbor will 
respond, “Not any, thank yon; but 
I will trouble you for the ‘hot cole¬ 
slaw !’” There might be others 
who would prefer their “hot cole- 
alaw cold,”—that is after it had 
cooled. Owing to these complica¬ 
tions we will continue in error, as 
it will lead to intricacies to try to 
be too exact.

The McNeill relationship, on 
Swago, trace their ancestry to 
Thomas McNeill, who oame to 
8wago from Capon Valley, Freder¬ 
ick county, Virginia, between 1768 
and 1770. His parents, whoae 
names cannot be recalled, came 
from Sootland. Thomas McNeill’s 
wife was Mary Ireeon, from Frank¬ 
lin County, Virginia. 

Aboat 1770; Thomas McNeill 
entered three hundred acres of 
land and settled where Joseph 
Pennell now lives, (1897), and 
bnilt the house ooonpied a few 
years since by the family of the 
late William McNeill, one of hia 
grandsons.

Naomi became Mrs Smith and 
Polly was married to William Ew¬ 
ing, and both went to Ohio. 

Gabriel married Rebecca Steph¬ 
enson and settled where Jonathan 
McNeill uow lives, then moved to 
Jackson County, Ohio, where be 
became a well - known citizen. 
From information furnished by 
one of his grand - daughters we 
learn that be was the tint survey¬ 
or of his adopted couuty, and one 
of the most prominent of the pio¬ 
neers. Dr Gabriel McNeill was a 
civil engineer, machinist, chemist, 
botanist, farmer, physician, and 
preacher, and not a quack in any¬ 
one; so writes a drummer to the 
Jackson County paper, who had 
been on a visit to the neighbor¬ 
hood where Dr McNeill had lived.

Enoch McNeill, aon of Thomas, 
the pioneer, married Jane Moore, 
a daughter of the pioneer Moses 
Moore, Hnd settled on wbat is now 
known bb the “Enoch Place,” a 
section of the original homestead;

William McNeill married Nancy 
Griffey, from Franklin .County, 
Virginia. She was the daughter 
of a Swiss soldier who came over 
with the Marquis Lafayette and re¬ 
mained to becoms a citizen of the 
United States. They dettled on 
the Thomas McNeill'homestead. 
He was a popular school-teacher, 
and amoug the earliest of his pro¬ 
fession in the presentflimits of onr 
county. He taught a . 12-months 
school at the Marony JMace, and he 
had for his scholarstflhe late Mrs 
Martha Adkisson, Agnes Gay and 
Andrew Gay, brother and aiBter of 
the late John, Guy, Esq.

Moore McNeill, the youngest 
aon of William the teacher, be¬ 
came a preacher, and entered the 
itineracy under the auspices of the 
Methodist Protestant Church, and 
traveled many years with marked 
success aud acceptance in the 
counties of West Virginia border¬ 
ing the Ohio River. Hia wife was 
Miss Eliza Jane Donaldson, of 
West Virginia. At the present 
time he resides at Smithville, in 
Ritchie County, a supernumerary 
minister in the pale of the Metho¬ 
dist Episcopal Church. He is, 
however, still vigorous, and per¬ 
forms much ministerial service, in 
connexion with the duties laid up¬ 
on him by the care of a large and 
growing family and the manage¬ 
ment of extensive farming opera¬ 
tions. 

Thus we hare traced the history 
of Thomas McNeill, tho pioneer of 
Swago, as exemplified by brief al- 
1 visions to those of his descendants 
whose names have been communi¬ 
cated to us.

Rubles by the Ton. 

“Bauxite, a French mineral," 
says Cosmos, June 12, abstracting 
an article in Aluminium, “has just 
been used in a new and uuheard-of 
way. For a long time, in oert&in 
industries, heated bauxite has been 
used to make very hard substances 
for the fabrication of artificial mill 
atones to be used in the manufac¬ 
tures. This was intended as a sub¬ 
stitute for tbe emery of Naxoa, 
with whioh the Greek Government 
by its pretentions hud little by lit¬ 
tle digDstcd many merchants. 

“After the first trials, instead of 
calcining the bauxite, the idea oc¬ 
curred to sumo one to melt it, and 
thus was obtained a product hard¬ 
er still, diamsutite, which was no¬ 
thing else than nlumuina melted in 
the electric furnace. 

“But now oorneB M. Gin, a very 
distinguished engineer and inven¬ 
tor, to whom it occurred to volatil¬ 
ize the alumnina, which is very ea¬ 
sily done in the electric furnace, 
giving rise to the thick reddish- 
brown clouds, so inconvenient, and 
so well known to M. Moissan and 
his followers. 

"By combining certain vaiwra 
with those of alumnina, which is 
the essential snlwtanee, M.Gin ob¬ 
tained rubies, not os Freiny obtain¬ 
ed them, by pounds in a crncible, 
but by hundred weight aud tons. 
A new industral product is thus 
born, such as our fathers would 
never have suspected, for if any 
one had told them that we should 
one day vaporize alumnina—the 
most refractory of all substances— 
they would have laughted in hia 
face. 

“A curious detail: when Mr Gin 
took out his intents in Germany 
there was a great stir. The patent 
office demanded to see tbe pro¬ 
ducts. They probably expected to 
receive a small laboratory crncible 
but M. Gin’s answer was a large 
case of his primary products and n 
huge block of rubies! The aston¬ 
ishment of the patent officials may 
be imagined. The previous patent 
was at once sent to M. Gin.

INTOLERABLE TOLLS.

Provided, further, That no toll 
shall be collected unless said toll- 
road or turnpike be constructed in 
accordance with this section. 

All acts and parts of acta con¬ 
flicting with thin act are hereby 
repealed. 

In this county thoae roads npon 
which toll was taken were let to 
contractor who pat the roads up 
to a certain standard and then col¬ 
lected the tolls. It might be said 
that no section of five miles came 
up to the specifications of the 
above act. The toll contractors ap¬ 
peared at the last oourt with anx¬ 
ious faces, but the only consola¬ 
tion they received waa the advice 
that they might have some one ar¬ 
rested for refusing to pay toll and 
see who paid the coat. Having 
here the ne plus ultra of the court 
they sadly withdrew to smoke it 
in their pipes. 

Last Saturday toll was demand¬ 
ed on the road from near Buckeye 
to the Greenbrier line, and was Re¬ 
fused by the writer; so we suppose 
that some are now paying toll and 
others not. It is hard enough to 
pay toll to our orn county men, 
but the idea of paying tribute to 
Greenbrier County is intolera¬ 
ble. The road is in terrible con¬ 
dition for the first ten miles, and 
the writer resolved last week to do 
a little “yellow journalism,' 1 and 
refuse to pay toll and make a test 
case of it Pocahontas wagoners 
have paid thousands of dollars toll 
on the miserable roads Rtretching 
between Pocahontas County and 
Ronccverte. They certainly should 
have the right to demand the worth 
of their money. 

Last Friday we drove to Green¬ 
brier. After crossing Droop the 
road down the mountain was 
rough, steep, and narrow; the cross 
drains were neither underdrained 
nor riprapped, which, we are told, 
means a long curving ditch about 
twelve feet from side to side with 
stone pounded in the botorn. A 
email stream in Reuick f s Valley 
was unbridged. 

At the fist toll-gate we told the 
toll-gatherer, a little girl, that we 
pould not pay*toll, and left the 
correct name and address. The 
girl said she was sorry the road 
was not in a good condition, and 
aeemed very much distressed. Her 
lip trembled, and wo very nearly 
paid our toll, but hardened our 
heart and went on. 

The road continued in a uni¬ 
form bad condition to Falling 
Spring, and we again we refused 
to pay, but this time we did not 
escape unscotched. A lady came 
to take the toll, and when she 
beard our refusal (which was meant 
to be firm) she very promptly told 
me that the justice was in town 
and the constable and she would 
have me arrested. This was the 
thing I bad been seeking, but at 
close quarters the prospect did not 
look ao alluring; but having known 
several constables, from Joe Buz¬ 
zard downwards, the magic name 
did uot completely rob me of my 
self-possession, so I gave my name 
and told the lady when I would be 
back. Hhe promised faithfully to 
have tbs arrest made, aiul said 
some things to me that cut to the 
bone wherever they bit.

The Counjy Institute.

While comparatively little is 
seenlingly said about the Hebrews, 
yet s most significant movement is 
on hand in the interest of that 
strange, mysterious people.

There 
are quite a number of reasons why 
some of the European powers, Rus¬ 
sia more especially, should be glnd 
of the assistance the Hebrews 
could give in bringing to bear an¬ 
other force against Turkey. 

There are many of the Hebrews, 
however, while believing that their 
people will sooner or later be in 
possession of Palestine, who have 
uo intention themselves to leave 
their adopted country, They are 
loyal citiacns of the United Sates 
or England, and any dreams they 
may have of a home country for 
their people interferes in no per¬ 
ceptible way with their fealty to 
the government under which they 
may be living. There is some¬ 
thing to be proud of in the unique 
position the Tlobrews occupy us 
the only historic people, in all that 
perbins to human history, who 
have kept their personality as a 
.people withont self-government, or 
that have survived the want of a 
state.

Both tho employers 
aud employed refuse all proposals 
for arbitration, and so as matters 
now stand it seems that ' when set¬ 
tlement is made it will be on the 
basis of the survival of the fittest. 
Forty London firms joined iu a 
lockout, and by way of retaliation 
the engineers arc calling out the 
other men, and one hundred thous¬ 
and are now idle in London. 

The French authorities have re¬ 
commended an appropriation of 
fifty-two million dollars on the na¬ 
vy, over and above the usual esti¬ 
mates. This indicates a targe in¬ 
crease to the naval resources which 
are already very formidable. The 
Turks too arc on the move, the 
Sultan having recently contracted 
with an Englieh firm by the terms 
of which agreement twenty - five 
millions of dollars are to be ex¬ 
pended in the pnrehase of new 
battle ships and modernizing the 
ships iu hand. 

News comes from Hammerfest 
that Mr Andree is now ou his way 
to the Pole, having started on the 
Uth of July in a balloon prepared 
for the purposoj Parties are ob¬ 
serving the currents for the mes¬ 
sages he promised to drop into the 
sea, placed iu curiously designed 
floating appliances.

What is to be done if you hnp| 
pen to lie bitten by a p ’ ' J 
supposed to be rabid 
thing you cau do is just to take a 
few vapor baths, as hot as you can 
bear them. The perspiration will 
eliminate any poison which may 
have been introduced into the sys¬ 
tem. Then endeavor to forget all 
about it If you follow this sim¬ 
ple advice, the chances are incal¬ 
culably great that you will bo 
perfectly safe. 

But there is such a disease ns 
rabies nud it is important for the 
public, as well as yourself that you 
should know whether a sick dog is 
or is not rabid. If you will note 
the following facts, you willha^e 
no difficulty. You will prt^Kply 
find them quite different from Hie 
popular fancies by which most per¬ 
sons are misled. 

1. It is supposed that a mad 
deg dreads water. It is not so. 
The mad dog is very likely to 
plunge his head to the eyes in wa- 
ter, tho he can not swallow it and 
taps it with difficulty. 

2. It is supposed that a dog runs 
about with evidences of great ex¬ 
citement. It is not so. The mad 
dog never runs about in agitation; 
he never gallops; he is always a- 
lone, usually in a strange place, 
where he jogs along slowly. If he 
is Approached by dog or man, he 
shows no sign of excitement, but 
when the dog or man is near 
enough, he snaps and resumes his 
his solitary trot. 

3. If a dog barks, yelps, whines 
or growls, that dog is not mad. 
The only sound a mad dog is ever 
known to emit is a hoarse howl, 
aud that but seldom. Even blows 
will not extort an ont cry from a 
inad dog. Therefore, in an any 
dog, under Any circumstances, ut¬ 
ters any other sound than that of a 
hoarse howl, that dog is not mad. 

4. It is supi os d that the mad 
dog froths at tne mouth. It is not 
so. If a dogs jaws are covered or 
Necked with white froth, that dog 
is not mad. The surest of signs 
that a dog is mad is a thick aud 
ropy brown mucous clinging to his 
lips, which ho often tries vainly to 
tear away with his paws or to wash 
away with water. 

5. If yonr own dog is bitten by 
another dog, watch him carefully. 
If he is infected by rabies, you will 
discover signs of it possibly in from 
six to ten days. -Tneu he will be 
restless, often getting up only to 
lie down aguin, changing his posi¬ 
tion impatieutly, turning from side 
and constantly licking or scratch¬ 
ing some, particular part of his 
bead, limbs or body. He will be 
irritable and inclined to dash at 
other animals, and he will some¬ 
times snap at objects which be im¬ 
agines to be near him. He will be 
excessively thirsty, tapping water 
eagerly and often. Then there will 
be glandular swellings about his 
jaws and throat, and he will vainly 
endeavor to rid himself of a thick, 
ropy, mneons discharge from his 
mouth and throat. If be can, he 
will probably stray away from 
home and trot slowly and mourn¬ 
fully along the highway or across 
country, meddling with neithei 
man nor beast, unless .they ap¬ 
proach him, and then giving a sin¬ 
gle snap. The only exception to 
this behavior occurs in ferociow 
dogs which, daring the earliet 
stage of excitement, may attacl 
any living object in sight. . .

It is cheering to the friends of 
bimettalism to learn that Senator 
Wolcott and General F. A. Walk¬ 
er, at Mr McKinley's request, go to 
Europe to find out how foreigners 
feel about having an inter-national 
hi luettallic conference.

It was bimettalism 
that helj>ed France to pay the 
German war • debt comparatively 
enny and without a heavy strain 
upon her resources* The people 
of Germany are anxious for a 
change from their gold standard 
to bimettalism. This is all en¬ 
couraging, but the gloomy part of 
the money situation comes in 
sight when it is remembered, that 
the interests of the money centres 
in London, Pffnjs, Berlin, Wall and 
Bond Htreets, in New n York; and 
La Halle Htreet, in Chicago, are 
unalterably opposed to bhiiettal- 
Jsm. It looks ns if there may be* 
great reason to fear that these 
money centres limy in the future, . 
as in the post, defeat all attempts 
to secure justice to the people at 
large, who goffer from an appreci¬ 
ating unit of value* Now :f these ( 
gentlemen on their return should 
show that all such fears are unnec¬ 
essary, then millions of their coun¬ 
tryman and millions of foreigners 
will honor them with sentiments 

of highest esteem. Let the issue 
tie what it may, this movement on

Our Flag in England. 

An English friend of the Com- 
pan ion and of the Tinted States, 
at Oxford, England, writes to us 
that when the Prince and Princess

AN OPEN LETTER.

C. Z. Hevener, recently a citizen 
of Marlintou, and bespeak their 
sympathies as he so pathetically 
pleads for in the sad afflictions, 
past and present, that have befal¬ 
len him and his family: 

Editor of The Pocahontas Times: 

Dear Sir —With an aching heart 
I write yon something for publica¬ 
tion about the troubles 1 have had 
since I left Marlinton. August 19, 
1895. 

Upon leaving Marlinton I went 
to Lowell, W. Va. f where I failed 
to get work sufficient to support 
my family. October 18, 18&6, I 
moved to the White 8nlphur where 
on the 1st day of March, 1880, I 
came down with typhoid fever and 
was given up by several doctors to 
die.

The writei feels grateful that he 
ever kuew- this good old man even

BIOORAPHIC NOTES. 

Mr William Edmiston, in whose 
memory this biographic paper has 
been prepared, was one of tbe ear¬ 
ly settlers of the lower Levels. He 
seems to have been born sod rear¬ 
ed in upper Greenbrier, near Fall- 
4ng Spring, and bia ancestry came 
from Angnsta County. He was 
evidently of Engliab descent; tho 
bis ancestry was from the north of 
Ireland and called Scotch -Irish 
and known as such among the 
Greenbrier pioneers. 

His wife was Rebecca Wslkup, 
from tbe Fulling Spring vicinity, 
where there are families of tbe 
name now residing. She was s 
sister of tho late Johl* Wulknp, of 
Falling Spring, a greatly respect¬ 
ed citizen and exemplary Christian 
man. One of her sisters was the 
wife of Samuel Beard, who was in 
his day a person greatly esteemed 
for his elevated manly character, 
Samoel Beard was a brother of tho 
late Josiah Beard, and bia home 
was in Renick's Valley. 

Upon bis marriage with Rebec- 
ca Walkup Mr Ediuiston settled a 
few miles south of Hillsboro, on 
lamia now* adjoining tbe farm 
known as the Pocahontas County 
Infirmary, which lauds are now in 
the possession of Mr F. A. Renick 
and others. Their family consist¬ 
ed of one sou, James Edmiston, 
and four daughters Rebecca, Jen¬ 
nie, Mattie, and Margaret. 

James Edmiston married Miss 
Margaret Woods, of Nicholas coun¬ 
ty. Ho settled on Cook’s Dry Run 
at “The Sinks,” which is uow 
known as the Peter Clark Place. 
The names of James Edmiston’a 
children known to the writer were 
Samuel, William, Christopher, and 
Rebecca. This daughter Rebecca 
became the wife of Jackson Ed¬ 
miston, son of Andrew Edmiston, 
a brother of William Edmiston. 

Early in tbe forties James Ed¬ 
miston sold his possessions to the 
late Addrew Johnson, and migrat¬ 
ed to Iowa, whore many of his de¬ 
scendants now live.

Prisoner—I am going to get 
some water. ,

On another occasion, a prisoner 
seeing a negro sentinel with his 
arms folded over his gun in tho 
rain, trying to keep himself warm, 
made a rush past the careless sen¬ 
tinel and made his escape. The 
negro was so much astonished that 
he forgot bis gun, but called hasti¬ 
ly for the corporal of the guard: 
“Corporal of de ge-ard, corporal of 
de ge-ard, come here quiek. One 
white man clar gone aud de Loni 
know how many more is cornin’.” 

Those who belonged to the Ar¬ 
my of, Northern Virginia know 
that to “run the blockade”, was a 
very difficult thing, altho very fre¬ 
quently it was done, regardless of 
martial law or anything else.

camp near Orange Court House, 
Va. # Tom 8- received permis¬ 

sion to “go to town,” took his “war

During the time that Allen oc¬ 
cupied the gubernatorial chair of 
Louisann, he issued an order re¬ 
quiring all men, young and old, to 
organize into companies of minute 
men, whose duty it was to drill and

ute men of Bienville Parish, had 
lieeu ordered out to serve a mock 
campaign of a week's duration. As 
they came “marching home with 
gny nnd gallant trend,” the whole 
command was halted before a log 
cabin to permit an old man to go 
out of the ranks. Forthwith there 
issued from its doorwny, a numer¬ 
ous progeny of Confederate tow- 
heads, joyfully crying: 

“Yonder's daddy! yonder's dad¬ 
dy!” “Hush! hush! children,” 
said tliV fond father, softly,waving 
them back with hishnnd. “I want 
to geo if the old woman will know 
me with my soldier clothes on." 

In the summer and fall of 1861, 
it whs the misfortune of quite a 
number of young men, who wore 
tbe grey jacket, to be stationed for 
many weeks upon Valley Mountain 
iu West Virginia.

When Maryland wan first laid 
off the boundary line was made to ( 
follow the Potomac to its western- c 
moet source, and thence due north 
to the Pennsylvania boundary. ( 
Maryland has never been pleased I 
with this arrangement and lias oft¬ 
en triad to locate its boundary line j 
and has never succeeded in pleas- ^ 
ing itself^ Some years ago Mary- \ 
land brought suit in the United | 
States Supremo Coart against W. ; 
Virginia, tho object of which was 
to settle the boundary liue be¬ 
tween the two States. In 1800, 
Governor Fleming appointed at¬ 
torneys George E. Price and 8 . L. 
Flournoy, of Charleston, to assist 
the West Virginia Attorney-Gen¬ 
eral in the defence. Mr Price 
quite recently spent a good part of 
a month with Maryland surveyors 
on the line they are now claiming 
for the true boundary. 

The history of the matter is 
about this: In 1746 the Fairfax 
Stone was placed at a spring de¬ 
clared to be the true source of the 
Potomac, and from this stone s 
line due north marks the western 
boundary of Maryland. Between 
182Q-’90 Maryland agreed upon 
the Fairfax Stone ns the western 
end of its southern boundary, and 
in 1852 the State constitution so 
fixed it. And yet, nevertheless, 
since that time Maryland has pre¬ 
sented several claims, all of which 
it is trying to enforce in the Su¬ 
preme Court. The first of the 
Maryland claims amounts to about 
this: The South Branch of the 
Potomac, rising in Pendleton, be¬ 
ing larger than the North Branch, 
therefore the Maryland line should 
trace the South Branch up into 
; Pendleton County nnd thence run 
north to the Pennsylvania line. 
Were this allowed the outlines of 
Maryland and West Virginia would 
be materially modified. West Vir- 1 
ginia would get the western part 
of Maryland, but would yield a 
part of the South Branch valley, 
the country around Piedmont and 
Keyser City, and a portion of the 
West Virginia Central Railroad. 

The next claim Maryland pre- 
’ sents is to the effect that even if 
the South Branch is not consider- 
. ed the main Potomac River, the 
line has not been run due north 
i from the Fairfax Stone.

Mr A. M. McLaughlin, of Lew- 
isburg, was one of the visiting vet¬ 
erans of the Mariinton Reunion. 
He came near losing his life in the 
Imboden Raid and barely escaped 
capture at the Battle of Droop 
Mountain. 

J. Andrew Warwick, lately of 
the'State of Washington, was at 
the reunion. He was a Confeder¬ 
ate lieutenant iu the Bath Squad¬ 
ron, was wounded, and was ever 
held in high esteem for his gal¬ 
lantry and uflinching fidelity to 
the duties of a soldier. 

Colonel Polk Ford, of Lewis- 
bnrg, whose reputution as a brave 
and efficient soldier ranks with the 
highest of those who were to b© 
found in the foremost ranks of 
danger's dark career when duty 
called, was nt the reunion and as¬ 
sisted in conducting the parade. 4 

Captain J. W. Marshall, of Ran- 
dolph County, was able to be pres¬ 
ent reunion day and met several of 
those who wqr© members of his 
command.

BIOGRAPHIC NOTES. 

This paper is devoted to the 
memory of Samuel Wnugb, one of 
the early settlers of “The Hills," 
seven or eight miles north-east of 
Huntersville. Tbe progenitor of 
the Wsngh relationship, accord¬ 
ing to tbe most authentic 
of family legends, was James 
Waugh, senior, of Sootch-Iriab de¬ 
scent.

A vert disagreeable duty soems 
to have been met and discharged 
by a United States circuit judge in 
Tennessee. He declared the anti¬ 
cigarette law of that Stale to be in 
violation of tbe inter-state com¬ 
merce clause of the Constitution of 
the United States. Judge Lnrton 
sayB iu rendering his decision that 
if the act were limited to cigarettes 
which have lost their character as 
imports by the breaking of the or¬ 
iginal packages, tho Tennessee law 
would not bo unconstitutional. 
Congress recognizes the interstate 
traffic in ardent spririta in original 
packages as lawful commerce, so 
also is the cigarette traffic in origi- 
nal packages is legal. Tbe Judge 
also says that while he comes to 
this decision without hesitation, 
yet he is “reluctant to break down 
a statute aimed at the suppression 
of an evil of a most pronounced 
character.” It ia hoped our West 
Virginia law makers will do some¬ 
thing to keep the "coffin nails” 
away from our precious youth. 

One of the most remarkable tri¬ 
als in the whole history of juris¬ 
prudence is going on in Chicago; 
known ns the Luetgert case. The 
accnsed is charged with mnrdering 
his wife aud burning the body in 
caustic potash iu the vats of his 
sausage works. Tho prosecution 
introduced expert testimony that 
tbe bones found in the vats were 
those of a human female of slight 
build. The expert for the defense 
testified that the same bones were 
those of a small hog. In a cross 
examination a skull was shown to 
the expert for tbe defense, aud he 
prunounced it a monkey's, when in 
fact it was a dog’s. This same ex¬ 
pert afterwads identified aa the 
bone of a man, that was a gorilla

bodies and the results reported 
have differed greatly. Tbos it ap¬ 
pears tbe whole cue has become s 
battle of experts and tends to make 
circnmstantial evidenoe and expert 
testimony a doubtful method 
of arriving at the truth, tbe whole 
truth and nothing but tbe truth.

The amount of 
these notes issued is $114.867 220, 
of which about $31,000,000 is in 
the treasury. A great mauy of the 
silver dollars find their way back 
to the treasury, where they are de¬ 
posited and silver certificate taken 
instead. If all the Sherman notes 
should be redeemed in silver and 
withdrawn from circulation or can¬ 
celled, there would still be u vast 
bnlk of silver left known as the 
“seignorage.” The government 
bought this silvor ns a far hi id^er 
price than tbe present market val- 
ue. But the price paid was less 
than the coinage value—that is, 
with the silver bought with a hun¬ 
dred dollars of tbe Sherman notes 
over a hundred and fifty dollars 
may be coined. So there is enough 
pig silver in the treasury to coin 
dollars for tbe redemption of all 
the Sherman notes and many mil¬ 
lions besides. The disposition of 
the remsinder will be In the bands 
of Congress, but until all tbe Sher¬ 
man notes nre retired it must re* 
main ss a pledge for their redemp¬ 
tion.—Baltimore Sun.

James W. Moors, a son of John 
Moot*, junior, married Margaret

{MMod line of road to l>e built from. 
White'Sulphur Spring into Poca¬ 
hontas County, and north to con¬ 
nect with what is known nn the 
tho Dry Fork road now about com¬ 
pleted to the Sinks, which ia the 
northernmost extremity of Poca¬ 
hontas County. There is a corps 
of engineers at work making sur¬ 
veys. As the meeting point for 
trains from east to west over the C 
<fc O. ia about White Sulphur, it is 
claimed that the proposed line can 
lie so shaped as to make a quick 
and easy line to Pittsburg, as pas¬ 
sengers could be transferred almost 
without a moments delay from the 
main line to this branch. Besides 
the terminul features, there would 
be an immense freighage gathered 
from the very start, especially in 
lumber bark, etc., and which will 
last many yean*, as the timber re¬ 
gion affected is one of the largest 
undeveloped in Weat Virginia.

Science Utilizes All the Ox. 

In an article on the “Wonders of 
the World’s Waste,” William 
George Jordon, in the October La¬ 
dies’ Home Journal, details how 
science at the present day utilizes 
the ox. “Not many years ago,” he 
saya, ‘when an ox was slaughtered 
forty per oent. of the animal was 
wasted; at the present time 'noth¬ 
ing is loat but its dying breath.’ 
As but one-third of tbs weight of 
the animal consists of products 
thst can be esten, the question of 
utilizing the waste is a serious one. 
The blood is used in refining sugar 
and in sising paper, or manufact¬ 
ured into door knobs imd buttons. 
The hide goes to the tanner; herns 
and hoofs are transformed into 
ooroba and buttons; thigh bones, 
worth eighty dollars per ton, are 
cut into bandies for clothes brush¬ 
es; fore leg bones sell for thirty 
dollero per ton for oollar buttons, 
parasol handles ami jewelry; the 
water in which the bones are boil¬ 
ed ia reduced to glm<; the dust from 
eawing the bones is food for cattle 
and poultry; the smallest bones are 
made into bonebiaek. Each foot 
yields a quarter of a pint of neat's 
foot oil; the tail goes to the soup;

Lewisburo voted herself a set 
of $13,500 waterworks, and now it 
would seem from on able exposi¬ 
tion of the case by Major John W. 
Harris, in tho Independeut, that 
the town has acted hastily in the 
matter, and that to pump water 
from the Greenbrier River, the 
only available source, will cost 
more than all the other expenses 
of the town together. Water must 
necessarily come high when It has 
to be hoisted five hundred feet up 
a West Virginia hillside. In fact 
it would seem that it would be al¬ 
most as easy to move Lewisburg to 
the Greenbrier ns to take the river 
to Lewisburg. Tho scheme seems 
hardly practibly, for n town of 
1,000 people, even though it be ns 
wealthy as Lewisburg. The town 
does not promise to become great 
while the bonds mature, for this is 
the only town in the United States 
that has not become greater or less 
within the past fifty years. 
The idea of a pumping station on 
the Greenbrier, costing several 
thousand dollars per year, is a big 
thing for Lewisburg to undertake 
to support. 

SUICIDE IN IxTREMIS. 

On Tuesday, October 18, Mrs 
Atherton Blight, quite recently a 
society leader of New York, was 
found dead in her room, from a 
pistol shot. Mrs Blight’s daught¬ 
er was married a few months ago to 
W. P. Thomson, n son of the late 
Colonel Wm. P. Thomson, so wide¬ 
ly known in our county during the 
war. This is the published ac¬ 
count of the affair: 

Newport, R. I.—It developed to¬ 
day that the death of Mrs Atherton 
Blight, the former society leader, 
who died Tuesday was by suicide. 

She had been sick for fifteen 
years, and for a year or more her 
sufferings had !>een intense. Mrs 
Blight longed for the end ond after 
many weeks of patience, when re¬ 
lief in a natural manner was about 
to come, she ioet control of her 
mind and shot herself. * Her di¬ 
sease was consumption with all its 
tortures. 

Mrs Blight’s nurse had gone to 
the kitchen to prepare her break¬ 
fast and she was alone. No report 
of a pistol appears to have been 
heard, but when Mr Blight enter¬ 
ed the room a few minutes after 
the departure of the nurse, he

Knapps Lreek valley, ana came 
from Bath County. His wife was 
Margaret Henderson Crawford, 
whose father was from Lancaster, 
Pennsylvania, and lived in Bath 
County, near Wiudy Cove. Mich¬ 
ael Cleed opened the lands now 
possessed by the persons just nam¬ 
ed, who are his'grand-children. 

With the exception of two or 
three very small clearings, it was a

Our Flag in England. 

An English friend of tho Com¬ 
panion and of the United States, 
at Oxford, England, writes to us 
that when the Prince and Princess 
of Wales lately^visited that towft

and stripes were to be seen every¬ 
where. The biggest flog that hung 
out across the busiest street was 
the American flag. He says also 
that at Christmas it is a common 
custom to use almost as many lit- 
tie American flags as Union Jacks 
and Royal flags in decorating the 
Christmas trees. He adds: 

4 And the school children and 
other children for whom these trees 
are got up all know it, and learn 
to look upon the British and Am¬ 
erican flags side by side as .those 
of two brother nations. I am not 
thinking of Christmas trees in any 
specially ‘Americanized’ spot (if 
such tliaro be), but in country j>a- 
rishes and town school celebra¬ 
tions. Curiously euough I never 
heard any one refer to it or speak 
of it as exceptional—it is dohe ns 
a matter of course*, as tieing the 
natural thing to do. j|

It is to be feared that a similar 
display of English flags, with the 
stars and stripes, on a festive occa -1 
sion in an American city would 
draw upon those who used them a 
strong suspicion of disloyalty .-The 
Youth’s Companion.

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The Han Levi Moores second 
marriage was with Mary McCarty, 
daughter of Timothy McCarty, a 
Revolutionary veteran, and the an* 
ceator of the widely extended Mc¬ 
Carty relationship in our county. 

Iiachel Moore, a daughter of this 
marriage, became the wife of Jas. 
Sharp, son of James Sharp, on 
Thorny Creek, and migrated to 
Iowa. 

Susanna Crist Moore, another 
daughter, was married to Stephen 
Hadden, and also went to Iowa, h 

Mrs Mary June Moore, the third 
daughter, makes her home with 
her daughter, Mrs Matilda Moore, 
ueAr Mt Zion Church. 

Georgo Moore, the youngest son 
was about as tall as his father. He 
spent some years in the west. He 
returned to Pocahoutns about 1841, 
and was a pupil at the first session 
taught in the iPooahontas County 
Academy, nt tjlillsboro, in 1842. 
The Rev Joseph Brown was prin¬ 
cipal. He bad the profession cf 
medicine in vifrw, and was studious 
to a fault in efforts to qualify 
himself. Mr Brown thought his 
natural endowments were eqnnl to 
any one he bad ever seen, and 
took much interest in the quiet 
and exemplary student so intense¬ 
ly anxious for intellectual improve¬ 
ment. After all bis iutense labor, 
the young man was seized with 
pulmonary disease, aggravated by 
his close application to books, and 
died at the home of his sister, Mrs 
Rebecca Irvine, on Back Creek, 
sometime iu the forties. The writ¬ 
er remembers him well and es¬ 
teemed him highly, and he feels 
the pathos of “The Epitaph*’ iu 
Gray's Elegy of a Country Church¬ 
yard. 

Levi Moore, senior, located 575 
acres of a “British survey” on the 
headwaters of Knapps Creek. Af¬ 
ter the Revolution new require¬ 
ments were made in order to se¬ 
cure permanent possession. It was 
to pay a requisite fee, a warrant 
would be laid, and a patent grant¬ 
ed by the federal government. The 
new papers are dated 1788 and at¬ 
tested by Henry Grimes, Allen 
Poage, and signed by James Mad¬ 
ison, Governor of Virginia. 

Previous to this survey George 
Poage had laid a warrant on two 
thousand acres, which would have 
included the 575 acres claimed by 
the Moores. At first the Moores 
contested for the British right, 
but when they found such^ was not 
valid they then availed themselves 
of the provision authorizing ex¬ 
change of warrants. Levi Moore, 
junior, appears in this new ar¬ 
rangement as assignee of Levi 
Moore, aeuior, for lands adjoining 
the Ihnds of Aaron Moore, who was 
living at the time on the Herald 
place. So when a warrant held 
elsewhere was exchanged for the 
warrant on the land adjoining Aa¬ 
ron Moore was agreed upon by 
Poage and Levi Moore, it came 
•bout that when the patent was 
applied for George Poage stated 
the fact thut there had been an ex¬ 
change of warrants, aud at Poage’s 
Request the title for 575 acres was 
vested in Levi Moore, junior, as 
assignee of Levi Moore, Benior. 

This transaction is interesting 
and instructive as showing the 
spirit of the times, and how busi¬ 
ness men acted on the principles 
of an enlightened aud pure con¬ 
science. So far as the letter of the 
law went, Poage could have held 
the 575 acres with all the improve¬ 
ments and good qualities of the 
land; yet within his breast there 
was thG higher law of a conscience 
void of offense toward God and 
man, and he keeps his fellow citi¬ 
zen from suffering the consequen¬ 
ces of the mistake he made when 
he relied on the validity of British 
right which bad been declared null 
and void by the results of the Rev¬ 
olution. At the time the warrant 
elsewhere bore no comparison in 
real value to the warrant for lands 
adjoining the lands of Aaron 
Moore. , 

The golden rule comes in, and 
an enlightened conscience decides 
the matter; the spirit did right 
when the letter of the la* would 
have been a shield for robbery; 
none the less robbery in the sight 
of the Supreme Being, tho legalis¬ 
ed by the laws of the government,

He was the pioneer of 
Frost, and came there some time 
previous to the ‘ Revolution , 1 and 
was among tho first to make a per¬ 
manent settlement. The lands b* 
settled now owned by the Gibsons, 
Sharps, and others. His wife was 
Susannah Crist, and he first set¬ 
tled in Pennsylvania where be liv¬ 
ed until his family, two sous and 
two daughters, were born, and the 
older ones nearly grown. 

Hannah Moore was married to 
Robert Gay,’ the ancestor of the 
Gay relationship, so frequently al¬ 
luded to in previous papers; 

From Mrs John Simmons and 
Mrs Mary Jaue Moore we learn the 
following particulars. 

Sally Moore became Mrs John 
Smith, one of the first permanent 
settlers of the Edray district near 
the head of Stony Creek, of whom 
special mention hoe been made.

Irvine. 

Margaret Moore was married to 
Eli McCarty, aud lived neac Lau¬ 
rel Run.

Simmons, nnd lived on the home¬ 
stead.

A mono the' bills noticed now 
that the long delayed copies of the 
acts of the Inst legislature are be¬ 
ing circulated, is the one relating 
to the delegate districts of the 
State. • The changes made were in 
the votes of three districts, and is 
in effect nn attempt at gerryman¬ 
dering. Everbody knows the Dem¬ 
ocratic party has no reason to 
throw mud on this subject, and 
the principle will have to be main¬ 
tained that in politics it is right 
for a party to so arrange its 
strength by the division of coun¬ 
ties that it will make every edge 
cut. The Democrats had put 
Morgan county, a Republican 
strong hold, in a district with Jef¬ 
ferson and Berkely, and given 
them three delegates. The new 
bill restores to Morgan county her 
representative, and makes the oth¬ 
er two a delegate district. This 
is a much fairer arrangement to 
look at from Aiiyother than a polit¬ 
ical standpoint, On the other 
hand, in 1891, Webster county 
with its large Democratic majority 
was placed with Lewis, and the 
two made a tolerably safe Demo¬ 
cratic district. The late bill plac¬ 
es Webster with Upshur, which 
has Republican votes to burn and 
leaves Lewis doubtful. Thus the 
Republican party gains three dele¬ 
gates who under the old arrange¬ 
ment would have belonged to the 
Democratic party. 

Now soma reader of the Consti¬ 
tution has called attention to the 

fact that we have a constitutional 
provision to the effect that after 

each census the legislature is re¬ 
quired to fix the /lumber of dele¬ 
gates and their districts which can¬ 
not be changed cfotil another cen¬ 
sus has been taken. The effect of

thiu would be to make the act a 
nullity. A very noticable feature 
of the bill, and one which indicates 
the great loosenem with which a 
great deal of oor legislating is done, 
is that the names of both Logan 
and Mingo counties are left out 
entirely, tho the constitution pro¬ 
vides that svery county not includ¬ 
ed with other counties, and form¬ 
ing a delegate district, is entitled 
to at least one representative. This 
bill will bring up a live question 
next year, aa with it the Republi¬ 
can party gains its certain territo¬ 
ry in Morgan, and Webster ooun* 
ty, so oomfortsbly Democratic, will 
be cruabed under the vote of Up- 
•bur.

A notice ia published in this is¬

Greenbrier Railway Company at 
Huntington. This is significant 
that matters are shaping them¬ 
selves to get tbe construction un¬ 
der way. The Greenbrier Railway 
Company is a corporation charter¬ 
ed five or six weeks ago by tbe 
Secretary of State, and its object 
ia the railway development of the 
Greenbrier Valley. 

As far as we can learn, without 
speaking nothoritively, this corpo¬ 
ration is formed to buikl tbe road, 
and they will issue Ibonds for the 
purpose, which will be taken by 
the owners of the immense tracts 
of lands which have recently been 
acquired by capitalists within the 
bonndsl>f this county. 

The route is not permanently 
decided upon. It ia reported that 
ex-Senator Camden has made a 
proposition to the company that if 
they build a road up tbe Green¬ 
brier, he will extend his line of 
railway up Cherry River and meet 
the road at Spring Creek or Hills- 
boYo. The Unds purchased, how¬ 
ever, point to a route down the 
river to, Marliuton, by Hunters¬ 
ville and Driscol to the White Sul¬ 
phur Springs. 

This county is rich in natural 
resources. A railroad extended in¬ 
to tbo county would have an im¬ 
mense urnout of work to do from 
tbe start. Our most despised tim 
ber is the white-oak, pronounced 
by competent judges to be tbe fin¬ 
est of its kind in theState. Tanbnrk 
is here ill almost unlimited quan 
tities. No substitute has ever 
been found for tan-bark uud it is a 
necessity. Any point would sup¬ 
ply a large tannery for years. 

Here too is iron ore close to in¬ 
exhaustible supplies of coal nud 
limestone. An iron mountain ex¬ 
tends from (ireeu Bank to White 
Sulphur, a distance of sixty miles.

Then our Savior s words in the 
sermon on tho mount impressed 
him deeply: ‘Think not thp^I am 
come to destroy the law and the 
prophets; I am not come to destroy 
but to fulfil.*'—Mathew 5: 17. 

And then while reading the Bi¬ 
ble through he noticed that in the 
gospels and epistles so many im¬ 
portant references are made to the 
law and the prophets, to illustrate 
and explain the doctrines of the 
New Testament. He was so im¬ 
pressed by all these things that he 
very tenaciouslv held the opinion 
that the doctrine of religion as 
taught in the discourses of our 
Savior and the writings of his 
apostolic helpers could not be un¬ 
derstood ns Christ and the apos¬ 
tles would have them understood 
without a familiar acquaintance 
with the writings of the Old Tes¬ 
tament. 

Now it so happens that thievery 
opinio n is vehemently disputed 
by Romau Catholics positively de¬ 
nied by several large and influen¬ 
tial denominations, and so dimly 
perceived by multitudes of other 
protestant churches as to be virtu¬ 
ally ignored in practice, tbo verb¬ 
ally acknowledged as true. Per¬ 
sons holding this opiuion are liable 
to be derided os “Lntterday Judah 
zero" by their protestant brethren. 

Hence it uppears that more than 
50 years ago Squire Sharp wnsim- 
pressed with the idea that if Buch 
religious tendencies were not check 
ed the time would come when the 
controlling masses of the religious 
people of our country and the 
world generally would lie influenc¬ 
ed and governed by grand, pom¬ 
pous, imposing systems of a Chris¬ 
tianity so called with Christ left 
oilt, in consequence of the doc¬ 
trines of religion not beiug under¬ 
stood and practiced as the Redeem¬ 
er of the world would have them 
understood and made use of. 

It must have been that like Na¬ 
thaniel under the fig-tree, James 
Sharp in some calm, retreat or si¬ 
lent shade prayed without ceasing, 
prayed to his Father who ie in se¬ 
cret, and hia Father who aeeth in 
secret rewarded him o

We are de¬ 
pendent on tbe United States to 
build the elevators for tbe Central 
London Railway; and we have to 
look to tbe other side pf the Atlan¬ 
tic for the electrical plant with 
which the traffic is to be worked. 
It is notorious tbat we are unable 
properly to equip an electrically 
worked tramway, and that until 
our manufacturers take the trouble 
to learn how, the large and increas¬ 
ing coutracts for this new industry 
will be taken by Americans. Now 
that so many employers of labor 
are suffering from enforced idle¬ 
ness by a ruinous strike they may 
find time to learn why we, who

After the separation of the wood 
spirit the remaining liquid is boil¬ 
ed down to a sugar, which ia dried, 
and becomes the acetate of lime of 
commerce. Acetate of lime ia us¬ 
ed for making acid. Fully three- 
fifths of the wood alcohol and the 
acetate of lime produced in - the 
world are made in the United 
States, and 15,000 acres a year are 
cleared for thia purpose. Wood 
alcohol affords a perfect substitute 
for grain alcohol for all manufac¬ 
turing and mechanical purpose a 
and at less than one-third tbe cost. 
It is used principally na a solvent 
in making shellac varnish, aud in 
making celluloid, photographic pa- 
paper, etc. It makes many beau¬ 
tiful dyes, is an antiseptic, and 
for skin rubbing in bath houses.— 
Boston Journal of Commerce. 

Reindeer at the Oold-Mines.— 

Within the past few years reindeer 
have been introduced into Alaska 
under apprintions from ’Congress, 
and tbe number of animals now 
there is estimated at about 1.200. 
They were originally introduced 
mainly for the benefit of tbe desti¬ 
tute natives, but they have proved 
themselves more useful to the 
white inhabitants than was antici¬ 
pated, and now it is thought that 
they can be employed to great ad¬ 
vantage in trangportaing freight 
and supplies to and from the gold¬ 
mines on the, upper Yukon River. 
Commissioner Harris thinks the 
reindeer may solve “the difficult 
problem of winter transportation 
aud communication in northern 
Alaska.”—Youth's Companion.

The con¬ 
sideration named in the deed is 
$608,725, the receipt whereof is 
acknowledged. This deijd is a very 
voluminous document and is close¬ 
ly typewritten on sixty pages of 
legal cap. This land is situated in 
the Greenbrier River valley. Thus 
passeth a big slice of land rich in 
natural resources, on which coun¬ 
ty land owners have patiently paid 
taxes and held for many genera¬ 
tions, bat which has not repaid 
them until now iu the least the ex¬ 
penses incurred in bolding it. 

The third deed is of great signi¬ 
ficance. It is the deed of trust by 

which the Greenbrier River Lum¬ 
ber Company mortgages the above 
tracts amounting to over 100,000 
acres to the New York Security 
and Trust Company for $400,000. 
Tbe deed recitea that at a meeting 
held on the 2d day of September, 
1897, (he Greenbrier River Lum¬ 
ber Company, three thousand and 
fifty shares being represented out 
of tbe total issue of three thousand 
five hundred shores, it was resolv- 
ed that tho company issue bonds to 
the aggregate sum of $400,000. in 
denominations of one thousand 
dollars each, dated October 1, 1897 
to be due mid payable in gold coin 
in tbe present standard of weight 
and fineness, October 1, 1917, to 
bear 5 per cent, interest from Oc¬ 
tober 1, 1897. pnjnhle pemi-aunu- 
nlly. The limitation of issue of 
bonds is fixe 1 at four dollars in 
bonds for each acre of land. 

A provision is made for a sink 
ing fund, to be formed by paying 
to tho trustee to whom this mort¬ 
gage is given the sum of 50 cents 
upon each thousand feet of timber 
the company 6ells or otherwise 
disposes of. I bis amount shall be 
held by the trustee for the redem- 
tion of bonds and the payment of 
interest on the bonds. Each of 
said bonds lias forty coupons of 
twenty-five dollar* each. The first 
is payable on tho 1st day of April, 

1896, 

In order then to secure the pay¬ 
ment of these bonds according to 
their tenor and effect, said compa¬ 
ny “does grant, bargain, sell, alien, 
remise, release, transfer, convey, 
ami confirm unto.'* the said Secur¬ 
ity arid Loan Company, the tracts 
ill the above two deeds. 

The conditions are long and nn- 
nit^MUB concern ing the land re¬ 
maining in possession of the 
G roc it brier River Company to be 
developed. The deed is signed by 
Charles 8. Ftprchild, President of 
the New York Security and Trust 
Company; and Osborn \V. Bright. 
Secretary. It is .type written on 
117 pages of legal cop paper. 

Altogether, tbe county clerk is 
too busy to fix watchos this week. 

In the issue of tho Times for 
for August 6 lust, this plan of cap¬ 
italizing this large tract of land 
was spoken of ns being in view 
and in the way that has been done. 

About the only doubt remaining 
is uhetlicr tho r«md will come by 
Marlinton nnd turn up the river 
ami traverse these lands, or wheth¬ 
er it will cut along the foothills of 
the Alleghany to Travelers Re- 
pjse. A line bu h on the latter 
route would not occupy tbe field 
in anything like the manner the 
route up the principal stream of 
the couuty would.

The progenitor of the McCarty 
connexion, and one of the earliest 
pioneers in our county, was Timo¬ 
thy McCarty, a native of Ireland. 
He settled on Knapp’s Creek, pre¬ 
viously to the Revolution, and was 
a soldier in that memorable war for 
independence. He could speak 
from experience that bard was the 
contest for liberty nnd 4 tbe struggle 
for independence. With his hum¬ 
ble hand he helped to make the 
history that forms one of the most 
instructive chapters in the annals 
or human endeavors for life, liber¬ 
ty, and the pursuit of happiness. 

His first marriage was with Nan¬ 
cy Honey man, and settled on lauds 
now in the possession of Wilson 
Rider and the Gibson Brothers 
near Frost, thence moved to Brawns 
Mountain and opened up the prop¬ 
erty now owned by Amoa Barlow. 

By the first marriage there were 
seven sous: Daniel, Preston, Jus¬ 
tin, James, Thomas,*^-the names of 
the other two not reitiembered. All 
of these sons were soldiers in the 
war of 1812, and but one ever re¬ 
turned te Pocahontas, Daniel Mo- 
Carty, to live. The rest either per¬ 
ished in the war, or went to Ten¬ 
nessee, or Kentucky. 

Timothy McCarty’s second mar¬ 
riage .was with Jane Waugh, a sis¬ 
ter of Samuel Waugh of The Hills, 
whose memoirs recently appeared 
in The Times. By thifc marriage 
there were thirteen children. The 
names of but eight are in hand: 
Eli, Reuben, Samuel, Jacob, Nan¬ 
cy, Jane, Martha, and Sally. 

Nancy was married to Robert 
McClary, a saddler at Mill Point, 
and finallv went to Ohio. 

Jane became Mrs Harvey Case- 
bolt, and after living awhile at the 
head of Locust Creek, went to one 
of the western counties of West 
Virginia.

Eli married Margaret, daughter 
of Levi Moore, junior, and lived 
most of his married life on,the 
place lately occupied by John 
Simmons, head of Stony Creek. 
His daughter Jane was married to 
John Simmons. Robert, Amanda, 
Margaret, Calvin, Milton, War¬ 
wick. and Nancy are the children 
of Mr and Mrs John Simmons. 

Reuben McCarty lived aud died 
unmarried.

Almost every xiuil brings to the 
office of the State Superintendent 
letters of inquiry from the office of 
the National Commissioner of Ed¬ 
ucation, or from various institu¬ 
tions, States and Nations regarding 
oar State educational work, and to 
these interrogations the department 
is unable to make intelligent reply 
because of the failure or neglect of 
those charged with theduty of sup¬ 
plying the desired information. 
Now, fellow teacher, to make a cor- 
rect report of your school work is 
one of your most important duties 
and there is not a blank handed 
you but which should be properly 
filled. The Legislature has made 
ample provisions for collecting and 
placing the State in possession of 
valuable information by furnishing 
blanks, etc., and the law most be 
enforced by all whose duty it.is to 
see that it is enforced. * 

The Secretary of the Board of 

m 

Education is prohibited by law 
from issueing to a teacher a draft 
for his last month’s salary until 
said teacher has delivered to him 
a properly kept term register. 

A correct enumeration of the 
school youth is one of the most im¬ 
portant matters connected with the 
school work of the State, for it is 
the basis upon which the distribu¬ 
table school fund of the State is 
disbursed. The law makes it the 
duty of the teacher in each sub- 
district, before the end of his 
school and not later than the first 
day of April in each yar, to make 
an eunumeration of all the schol¬ 
ars residing in his sub-district. 
This is one of your most important 
duties. ' 

Teachers should not use unan- 
thorized text-books. In regard to 
Grammar, I will say that according 
to the rulings of the Attorney Gen¬ 
eral the only authorized books on 
this subject are Hyde’s. 

Many inquiries reach me regard¬ 
ing the compulsory school attend¬ 
ance law. Some claim the enforce¬ 
ment of the law is impossible, and 
are willing to violate it. I clip the 
following from the West Virginia 
School Jourual: “If the law is a 
bad one it should be enforced all 
the more rigidly for by so doing 
its speedy repeal would be render¬ 
ed very nearly certain. If the law 
is a good one, it certainly should 
receive the support of all loyal 
citizens. But, above all, the law 
should be faithfully executed by 
teachere and school officers, be¬ 
cause it is the supreme law of the 
State aud as such should be sacred¬ 
ly respected.” • 

So fart his year the Bcbool at¬ 
tendance has been good, and I be- 

lieve that an earnest effort on the

part of the teachers and trustees 
will accompl^h much for the cause 
of education.

The sun has a.spot on it which 
can be observed for uu indefinite 
length of time by means of a smok¬ 
ed glass.

T .Dental decay is 
common enough, however, among 
negroes in towns, and it seems 
clear that the curies of the teeth, 
which is so common among most 
civilized races, is due not to any 
particular article of diet so much 
as to digestive and nutritive chan¬ 
ges imj)osed upon us by our mode 
of life, and to some extent by the 
fact that by book or by crook we 
do somehow manage to live, n t- 
withstanding our bad teeth; wte e- 
as. in a stiita of nature, the 'tooth¬ 
less man soon dies. Recognizing, 
then, that until the time arrives 
when some great social reformer 
either mends or 'ends our present 
social conditions, our teeth will 
tend to rot, and that, whatever the 
predisposing causes, the final act 
in the production of caries is the 
lodgment of microbes on and 
around the teeth, we see that for 
long to come the tooth-brush will 
be a necessity if the health is to 
be maintained. It is only by the 
frequent use of this little irtbtru- 
ment that those minute accumula¬ 
tions can be removed which are at 
the root of the mischief. A few 
elementary lessons in bacteriology 
would, w« fancy, greatly startle 
many people, aud oertainly would 
show them the futility f of trusting 
to one scrub a day. The fact is, 
that if peonle, insteod of looking 
at tho tooth-brush from an esthet¬ 
ic poiut of view, and sernbbing 
away with tooth - powders (!) to 
make their front teeth white, would 
regard it merely os an aid to clean¬ 
liness, they would see that the 
time to use it is after meals and at 
night, not just in the morning on¬ 
ly, when the debris left from the 
day before has been fermenting 
and brewing acid all night through 
They would all see bow inefficient 
an instilment the coma on tooth- 
brash is unless it is UBed with con¬ 
siderable judgment. One of the 
secondary advantages of spending 
a good deal of money on dentistry 
is that at least one learns the value 
of one’s teeth. By the time we 
have got them dotted over with 
gold stoppings and gold crowns 
we learn to take c »re of them, even 
altho that may involve the trouble 
of cleaning them more th%n once a 
day and using perhaps more than 
oue bruab for tne purpose.

THEIR DUTIES, ETC. 

Dear Fellow Teachers: 

Considering tHe • importance of 
brevity in an article that may not 
be of interest to nil tho readers of 
The Times. I shall ask you to. ac¬ 
cept some of my statements upon 
faith without presenting details of 

e _ 

argument to prove them. 

I desire to call your attention to 
a few thoughts concerning the du¬ 
ties and responsibilities which you 
have assumed. Lord Baoon, in his 
“Maxims of the Law,” said: “I 
hold every man to be a debtor to 
his profession.” a teacher certain¬ 
ly is debtor to his profession, and 
be should cherish an honest pride 
in it and should never loose sight 
of the final purpose of his work. 

Now, let me call your attention 
to the following important duties: 

It is your duty to see that the 
Graded Course of Study is proper¬ 
ly introduced into your school. If 
you will turn to page 16 of the 
Manuel you will find the follow¬ 
ing: “For you, in compliance with 
the law, the Manuel and Course of 
Study has been prepared, for it is 
thro you it must succeed. It is 
from the schools in which you teach 
that the great mass of men and wo¬ 
men come who own and control the 
great enterprises of the day. Here 
are educated the boys and girls 
who because of the active life they 
must lead possess that physical de¬ 
velopment which, with proper 
training, insures a degree of intel¬ 
lectual vigor, which needs but pro¬ 
per training to insure to the State 
that better citizenship and home- 
life which, to obtain, it has expen¬ 
ded millions of dollars.” What an 
interest, therefore, centers in the 
common schools, and how great the 
responsibility of the teacher. The 
public school system should be 
managed upon business principles. 
We ikould work upon a uniform 
plan, and let me urge upon you the 
necessity of properly grading your 
scholars. 

It is the duty of every teach¬ 
er to properly prepare the grade 
sheet, and, together with the term 
register, return to the Secretary of 
the Board of Education. The ef¬ 
fect of grading your school will be 
largely lost unless the grade sheet 
ia properly filled and tiled with the 
Secretary. See that your work on 
your grade sheet is correct, for 
without accuracy it is worthless. 
Remember that yonr grade sheet 
goes into the hands of your succes¬ 
sor and be gill rely on it In classl-

Wa can never be happy over 
railroads. Wo have been hamper- 

ing 7and thirating for a railroad 
for years, and no* ' that 
one iato be built, the engineering 
oorps have surveyed two routes and 
the people of the county are about 
to fall oat over which line shall be 
built. Knowing that it is s cir¬ 
cumstance over which we have no 
control, we should all be content 
to take the goods the gods provide. 

Of the two routes the longer is 
that which rons to the Greenbrier 
River at Marlinton and thence up 
the banks of that stream to* the 
forks. The distance from White 
Sulphur is 82 miles. The other 
diverges from this route at Dris- 
ool and goes up Knapp's Creek 
and across the country to the river 
at Sitlington’s Creek. This line 
would be 71 miles long. Those in¬ 
terested in the short line, mainly 
connty landowners, were very con¬ 
fident that Marlinton would miss 
the road after all, until this week. 
The newspapers report that the 
road will be eighty miles long, 
since the first meeting of the stock 
holders, and and if this be true the 
Marlinton route has been selected. 

A railroad built across the east¬ 
ern section of the county would 
not develop the county to any¬

# Tb^questton of postal savings 
banks, agitated so extensive!) this 
year, is one of real interest to coun¬ 
try people. We hsva endeavored 
to gather some facta in relation to 
the matter for the information of 
those of our readers who may not 
have read up on the question.- If 
a bill is passed by the preeent con¬ 
gress, there will most likely be st 
least three poetsl-banks eetablish- 
in this county. At the two money 
order offices. Academy and Hun- 
tesrville, and at Marlinton, which 
is not a money-order office, but 
which jiays a larger revenue than 
either of the ofh<P, btft which, by 
reason of neglect has never been 
made a money-order office. 

There are pending in Congress 
three bills, all on practically the 
^ame lines, seeking the establish¬ 
ment of postal savings banks One 
was prepared by Senator Marion 
Butler, of North Carolina; one by 
the Chicago Record, which has 
Hooded the country with literature 
on the subject; and one by banker 
Bell, of St. Louis. 

The Postmaster General has 
been investigating the matter, and 
in bis annual message hasttrongly 
indorsed the proposition. The sys¬ 
tem has been in existence in other 
countries for many years. It was 
established in Great Britain in 
1861; France in 1882; Austria in 
1883; Canada, 1868; Italy, 1876; 
Belgium, 1869; 8weden, 1884; Ne- 
tnerlands, 1881; 8andwich Islands, 
1886. It is needless to say that it 
has worked admirably. 

The object is to Icultivate the 
habit saving. It is almost a na¬ 
tional trait that the Ameriaan can 
make money bnt cannot save it. 
On the other hand, there is a class 
of people who save hundreds of 
dollars by hoarding it in their 
houses. This is dead money, as 
it remains out of circulation, and 
most of them if they had the gov¬ 
ernment for security would deposit 
it and it would draw interest. The 
postal department has ascertained 
that thousands of people when 
they have money on hand will go 
to a money-order office and buy a 
money order payable to themselves 
and keep it sometimes for years, in 
order that it may be safe. They 
not only lose aU interest, but actu¬ 
ally pay for the privilege of having 
the government use their money. 

The bills provide for a rate of 2 
to 2£ per cent, on deposits. One 
of the most serious objections 
which have been raised by those 
opposed to the bill is that the gov¬ 
ernment could not use to advan¬ 
tage the immense amount of mon¬ 
ey which would accrue. This has 
been successfully answered by 
those pushing the measure, that 
the government pays more rent for 
postal cars ami buildings than 
would pay iuterest to all deposi¬ 
tors. Aud besides this the nation¬ 
al dobt could be held io a few 
years by the people of small sav¬ 
ings. in the n miner that the na¬ 
tional debt of France was couvey- 
ed to the people by moans of the 
postal savings bank. There would 
be no more combinations to cause 
distrust over the sale of United 
States bonds. 

The People's Party has always 
advocated [mstal saving banks, but 
as it comes up in Congress this 
session it is not a party measure. 
Bankers do not op|>o6e the meas¬ 
ure, as a rule, for it will tend to 
educate the people ns to the con¬ 
venience and usefulness of banks. 

The United States has proved 
its stability as a nation, in spite of 
W, T. Stead's lies in bis now book, 
“Despairing Democracy"; and the 
advocates of these bills point out 
that the depositors with the gov¬ 
ernment will ever be against revo¬ 
lutionary movements to overthrow 
the government, and add strength 
and stability to the nation.

The Judge of the Circuit Court 
of Tucker county sentenced Colo¬ 
nel Enstliam to confinement in the 
county jail of Tucker county for a 
period of two years. He was con¬ 
victed of involuntary manslaughter 
which is pronounced a misdemean¬ 
or. While the code does npt limit 
the punishment, it has always been 
understood that when n prisoner 
wns to serve a longer iefm than 12 
months it was a proper case for the 
penitentiary, consequently a felo¬ 
ny. The sentence is clearly against 
the spirit of tho law. Voluntary 
manslaughter, a crime of greater 
importance than involuntary man¬ 
slaughter, is punishable by a pen¬ 
alty of from one to five years in the 
penitentiary. Surely the intention 
of the (aw was to make the punish¬ 
ment for the latter less than the 
least punishment for the graver 
offense. We have hsard of this 
judge's hostility to this defendant, 
and had supposed that the reports 
were greatly exagerated. But tbe 
animus shown by his ignoring all 
precedent to punish the accused 
severely, leads us to believe that 
he is both judge of the h miicide 
and an avenger of blood. We have 
no use (or a man who is ns “bandy 
with his gun" as is Earth, m. but o 
judge should uot by bis sentence 
raise the :rirue from what the jury 
has found.

Greenbrier would 
tbe Levels, the richest farming sec¬ 
tion of Pocahontas, if ,not of tbe 
State, would continue to go to the 
depot at Ronceverte, on the maiu 
line of tbe Chesapeake and Ohio, 
instead of using a depot at Driscol. 
With a railroad depot in ten miles 
at Marlinton “Egypt" would .in¬ 
crease her crops of grain three¬ 
fold. Tbe quarries of m&rble, the 
finest in the United States, could 
be developed. Then take the Elk 
country. It has been called the 
land of milk and honey until the 
expression is trite. A railroad at 
Driscol could not take her custom 
awa^from tbe West Virginia Con- 
tral, at Beverly. 

On the other band, the people 
living on the shorter line would 
none of them be over ten miles 
from a railroad depot if the longer 
line were built. There is no coal 
east of Greenbrier River, and the 
iron deposits will traversed be¬ 
fore tbe roates diverge. 

It is thought that the Green¬ 
brier River LumberCompany owns 
a controlling interest in the stock 
of the Greenbrier Railway Compa¬ 
ny.

The Credit Money of the Country. 

The coat and inconvenience of 
transporting money from one part 
of the country to another was apt¬ 
ly illustrated at Topeka the other 
day when it became fnccessary for 
the Rock Island Railroad to send 
$267,000 to Chicago.

COMPULSORY ATTENDANCE. 

The following opinions by the 
Attorney General are published by 
request of the county superintend¬ 
ent of free schools. 

When the length of the school 
term is more, than sixteen weeks 
should pupils be required, under 
the compulsory ntteudance law to 
attend school prior to the Inst six¬ 
teen w eeks of the term y 

“In my opinion it is clearly the 
intention ot the law that that the 
attendance should be at tho begin¬ 
ning of the term. The law says, 
Chapter 98, Acts of 1897, 'Such 
attendance shall continue for at 
least sixteen weeks of the school 
year, provided the school be in ses¬ 
sion as many ns sixteen weeks, 1 
and, *An offence, as understood in 
this act shall consist in a failure to 
send to school any child or chil¬ 
dren for five consecutive days ex¬ 
cept in case of the sickness of such 
child or children or other reasona- 
excuse.* 

“A fair interpretation of this lan¬ 
guage means that the party failing 

to send any child under his con¬ 
trol to school for five consecutive 
days must furnish a reasonable ex¬ 
cuse, such as is mentioned in the 
act, or must be able to answer the 
charge by saying that the child 
has already attended school, either 
public or private, for sixteen 
weeks during the school year.” 

It has been the opinion of some 
of the leading school men of this 
State that a parent had a perfect 
right to keep his child out of 
school until the first day of the 
last sixteen weeks. Then, if he did 
not send, it would by the duty of 
the trustees and teacher to report 
him to the justice of the peace.

The word ben occurs but twice 
in the Bible, Btrange to say, as the 
bird whs common in Pgleetine. 

Once in Mathew xxiii. 87, where 
the beautiful passage occurs: “O 
Jerusalem, Jerusalem, thou that 
killeet the prophets, and atonest 
them which are sent unto thee, 
how often would I have gathered 
thy children together, even as a 
hen gathers her chickens under 
her wings, and ye would not”; and 
in Luke xii. 34, the same language 
ib used, with the word “brood" in¬ 
stead of “chickens.’’ 

The name Hen occurs onoe in 
the Bible. In Zechahah vi. 14 we 
read of “Hen, the son of Zephan- 
iah," but the record does not show 
whether he was disposed to crow 
or net.

The most obnoxious of these meas¬ 
ures were ' those now generally 
termed the ‘‘alien and sedition 
laws.” 

We were in trouble with France 
at this time, and France had kick¬ 
ed our ambassadors ont of doors 
and war was expected. The dem¬ 
ocratic-republican party had been 
blamed for tbe rupture with 
France, and some of its members 
of Congress did not attend tbe sit¬ 
tings of tlmt body. Jeffereou pre¬ 
dicted that the fee'era’ists wo. 1. 
now show tbe cloven hoof. 

The passing of the ‘alien and se¬ 
dition laws fulfilled Jefferson’s 
predictions to the letter, and be¬ 
cause of the encroachment upon 
tbe liberties of tbe people the fe<L 
eralists saw the sun sink ou their 
long and triumphant reign, and 
the consequence was that after tbe 
next election the American citizen 
Thomas Jefferson rode unattended 
through the streets of Washington 
and hitched his horse to palings in 
front of the capital, in studied sim¬ 
plicity. This is a most significant 
incident of history, and which be¬ 
comes the founder and ‘expounder’ 
of a party which is destined to per¬ 
petuate the highest example of a 
republican form of government, by 
modestly remembering that the 
people are tbe people. But we 
have traveled too fast. 

The law passed in 1798, which 
was the first nail driven in their 
political coffin by tbe federalists, 
waa requiring a residence of four¬ 
teen years on the part of an emi- 
igrant before he could become a 
citizen. This was not bidding 
very high for the people the coun¬ 
try needed to form tbe nation the 
United States was to become. Tbe 
law respecting aliens made all such 
residing in tbe United States to be 
enrolled, to report periodically to 
certain officers, and to bo exiled 
from the country at tbe pleasure 
of the president. This was a most 
kingly power. Should the alien 
refuse to go when the president 
told him, ho would bo guilty of a 
felony. It is well enough to note 


that passed it went into fcrced re¬ 
tirement at the next election. 
John Adams was hardly treated 
with common politeness the last 
few months of liis tenure in office, 
and he left Washington in worse 
form even than Grover Cleveland. 

Thus the Democrrtic party went 
into powc r because their opponents 
were hostile to the tenents of a 
people who were determined, 
against all precedent, to rule them¬ 
selves. And we who are proud of 
the record of the Democratic party 
claim that it is the factor which 
has preserved the republic unto 
th'sday.

The support of the state govern¬ 
ments in all their rights, ns the 
most compotent Administration for 
our domestic concerns, and the sur¬ 
est bulwnrk against anti-republi¬ 
can tendencies. 

The preservation of the general 
government in its whole constitu- 
tutional vigor, as the sheet-anchor 
of our pence at home, and safety 
abroad. 

A jealous care of tbe right of 
election by the people, a mild and 
safe corrective of abuses which are 
lopped by tbe sword of revolution 
where peaceful remedies are unpro¬ 
vided. 

Absolute Acquiescence in the de¬ 
cisions of the majority, the vital 
principle of republics, from which 
there is no appeal but to force, the 
vital principle and immediate par¬ 
ent of despotism. 

A well disciplined militia, our 
best reliance in peace, and for tbe 
first movements of war, till regu¬ 
lars may relieve them.

dian-Draft. 

James Moore married Anne Mc¬ 
Neill, daughter of the late Squire 
John McNeill, on Dry Branch of 
Swago, and settled in the woods 
near Marliuton, on property own¬ 
ed by John R. Moore. Theircl il- 
dren were John Register, Frances, 
Rachel, George, Henry, Naomi, 
and Nelson. John Register lives 
on the homestead. His wife was 
Mary Baxter, daughter of the late 
William Baxter, Esq., near Edray. 
Rachel ia now Mrs George M. Kee, 
near Mariinton. 

Samuel Moore, of Aaron Moore, 
the early settler, married Nancy 
Beale and settled on the summit of 
Marlin Mountain, in the unbroken 
forest, and killed ten rattlesnakes 
on the first acre cleared about bis 
cabin. Their children were Lucas, 
Martha, Catherine, Margaret, Jen¬ 
nie, William Thomas, George, An¬ 
ise* Rachel, Kenney, and Melinda; 
eight daughters and four sons. 
Mrs Moore wns a daughter of 
Thomas Beale who came from Ma¬ 
ryland soon after the war of 1812. 
He claimed to have been a sailor 
in early life and wns one of the de¬ 
fenders of Baltimore, and saw the 
engagement immortalized by the 
“Star Spangled Banner.” • The 
farm opened up by Samuel Moore 
is visible from so many points that 
a lady from Florida called it a re¬ 
volving farm, 

William D. Moore settled on Elk 
Mouutain in the woods. He was 
married three times. His first wife 
was Rebecca Sharp; her children 
were Matthias, Charles L. t Eliza¬ 
beth, Mary, Jacob and Nancy.

Nevertheless, the 
oldest people tell us that there was 
more real’contentment and satis¬ 
faction and enjoyment in life then 
than hoic. For there was a felt 
community of interest and harmo¬ 
nious help and truly sympathetic 
endeavor that seemed to have a 
charm not so apparent now. Then 
it seemed a genuine pleasure to 
show favors and render assistance. 
But now pay seems to be expected 
for most every thing that may be 
done iu the way of helpful service.

sensitive to the cold that the sap

would flow from the south and 
east side of the tree when the same 
tree would show no sign of the sap 
if tapped on the north or west side. 

In the Neva-England States the 
manufacture of sugar is far in ad¬ 
vance of of the process in West 
Virginia. There th^y have patent 
evapoGstors, and buckets are used 
to collect the sap so that it will not 
be discolored. The sugar is put 
on the market at the prices of fine 
confectionary. With us the same! 
style is iu vogue with not an im¬ 
provement in a hundred years. Aj 
sugar trough is made from the 
quarter section of a block two f»et 
long, by means of adz aud ax. A 
"spile” is made from the elder 
stock and is prtt in an augur hole 
in the tree. From two to five 
spifes are allowed to drip in the 
same trough. The water is car¬ 
ried by means of buckets, or iu 
largo "sugar camps" by a ^barrel on 
a one-horse sled, and boiled in iron 
kettles, getting Borne color from 
the smoke. On the approach of 
warm weather the sap becomes 
"ropy'’ and will not granulate. 
Then it will make syrup. Later 
on it will not even make molasses, 
and a product called "sugar beer" 
i is prepared, and the season is over. 

The tree recovers from its wars 
in about a year. The average 
quantity of sap is from 14 to 24 
gallous a season. Some exception¬ 
al trees have been known to pro¬ 
duce a "^ushel" of water a day, 
and of real sweet nap eight gallons 
will make a pint of molasses or a 
pound of sugar. 

Cattle grow fond of the water 
sometimes, and have been known 
to drink enough to kill them. The 
water is veiy palatable except t* 
that uufortunate class known n t

Thx Board of Trade of Ronce- 
verte ahoald get to work to make 
that town the junction of the 
Greenbrier Railroad. They might 
secure the right of way for a few 
miles above the C. & O. The ques¬ 
tion is whether the company will 
build a bridge over tbe Greenbrier 
at Caldwell and make the junction 
there, or run to the point a mile or 
two below Caldwell where the C. & 
0. crosses the river. In case the 
latter would be decided upon, the 
trains would have to run into Ron- 
ceverte, as there is no room for 
yards or depot at the railroad 
bridge. 

The executive committee of Po¬ 
cahontas County will be called to 
meet on the first day of April 
Court to formulate a plan for tbe 
nomination of county officers and 
to call a convention to appoint del¬ 
egates to Congressional and Sena¬ 
torial conventions, aud for any 
other business to be attended to. 
Tbe most important question that 
will come up before the committee 
at its next meeting will be wheth¬ 
er we will nominate our oounty of¬ 
ficers by primary or by conven¬ 
tion.

The Arrestof W. L. Crotty. 

(1/oNfoe Ccant'y WnUknuml) 

One of the most important and 
interesting cases ever tried in Mon¬ 
roe Circuit Court w ill be that of 
of 0. L. Crotty, indicted for the 
murder of Walter A. Paully, which 
will come up at the March term 
next. The killing it will lie re¬ 
mem IxtchI took place on August 
14th. Crotty walked away unmo¬ 
lested in the presence of a num r , 
bor of bystanders and for two 
months evaded arrest. He at last 
turned up in Phoenix, Arizona, 
alxmt tin* middle of October and 

was there detained by the autliori- 

- 

dies until requisition papers were 

gottou out and the sheriff of this 
county arrived. He*was brought 
back in their custody and hxlged 
in jail in Union November 11th. 
Crotty seems to bear his confitie- 

* ient fairly well. His demeanori& 
•served and he snoods most of his 
time reading the llible. 

It has ls»en rather difficult to 
get at the actual facts surrounding 
Grotty's arrest in Arizona, hut ns 
described by the clerk in the Com¬ 
mercial Hotel at Phoenix, the pa¬ 
pers of that town and others, the 
facts were substantially as follows: 
Upon entering the hotel, Crotty, 
who had but little baggage, refrai¬ 
ned for some time from register- 

ncijs. After awhile he was reques- 
ted-by the clerk to register, where¬ 
upon he took the pen but - seemed 
to find much difficulty in register 
ing to his satisfaction. When he 
finally laid the pen down the clerk 
turned the book round and found 
that his stranger-guest had writ¬ 
ten, “Lee Ott, Bland Co., Va.’* 
When asked by the clerk how he 
pronounced his name the alleged 
Mr **()tt” seemed much startled 
and said that lie would explain it 
all right, and asked for a pla;6 to 
wash.

Capt J. C. Borden, president of 
the Borden & Borden Live Stock 
Oo., has received a letter from R. 
S. Barrie & Co., brokers for the T. 
0. Eastman Co., of New York, say a 
the Galveston News, stating thgt 
the cattle which the Borden Com¬ 
pany shipped from Galveston on 
the Lone Star steamer Menemsha 
had been weighted fourteen hours 
after being unloaded from theabii). 
The result shows that they lost 92 
pounds a head in gross weight. 
Captain Borden says this demon¬ 
strates that the shipment wus in 
every way an eminent success. The 
cattle lost 47ji pounds a head in 
the 250 miles from Temple to Gal- 
vestou, and only 92 pounds each 
in the 2,000 miles from Galveston 
to New York. He says he believes 
they last nothing in net weight. 
Cattle shipped from Texas to Chic- 
ago lose aix>ut 160 pounds each.

OHN WEBB, the snbjoctof 

"j this biographic article, ia 
• a character about whom it 
may be said as was aaitl about 
Melchinedek, he was without fath¬ 
er or mother, so far as any bio¬ 
graphical purpose can be served. 
Hia Milesian brogue aud his habit 
of saying not foolish things, and 
never doing any thing very wisely, 
tended to corroborate what he al¬ 
ways averred that be was o( Irish 
nativity. He bad the papers allow¬ 
ing that he was an honorably dis¬ 
charged soldier of tbe involution, 
and bb a pensioner received ninety- 
six dollars a year. How he ever 
came to Pocahontas is simply con¬ 
jectural; bat from the fact he 
be chose his place of rest near Mt. 
Zion, he must have had some ac¬ 
quaintance with parties that may 
have been in the army when he 
was. 

This Revolutionary veteran, tho 
be exposed bis life for independ¬ 
ence, never owned any land and 
never married. Yet he wanted a 
lioine of his own, a place where be 
could lay his bead aud feel at 
home,— which was vt-ry commend 
able in him. He received permis¬ 
sion of William Moore, son of 
Pennsylvania John Moore, to use 
without rent as much land as he 
might want for a cabin, garden, 
and “truck patch.” He built him¬ 
self a cozy cabin, opened up two 
or three acres where he produced 
corn, vegetables, and poultry. On 
this he'subsisted, with the assist¬ 
ance of his pension and such wag- 
ea as he could earn in harvesting 
and haying for tbe farmers on 
Knapps Creek. This spot wus on 
the plAoe recently owned by Ralph 
Dilley, and now in tbe possession 
of William Moore, eon of the late 
James 0. Moore. 

One of John Webb's favorite 
places to work in harvest and hay¬ 
making was at Isaac Moore's. At 
this period late in the teens of this 
century makiug hay was a long, 
tedious industry. One morning 
quite early ns the hands gathered 
in the meadow, when Webb, to use 
his own expression, came up miss¬ 
ing. It was surmised that he had 
worn off ‘bis "wire edge’’ on the 
hot Sunday before and was about 
to give it up for the time being, 
and ao the hands went to work. 
Between nine aud ten o clock they 
heard his jovial brogue in the di¬ 
rection of the apple cellar, and up¬

waters to cross. He placed a let¬ 
ter he had written home behind j 
the clock, remarking that if be did 
not get back tbe people could write 
to his father that he had-found a 
watery grave. This was not au un¬ 
natural remark under tbe circum¬ 
stances. 

He made the trip and bad got 
t>Ack to tbe ford ou Back Creek, 
two miles below Mt Grove, where 
be wns drowned. There were uo 
witnesses of the accident. 

Tuesday evening John Laudes, 
who livea near the ford, went there 
for the express purpose of warn¬ 
ing tbe mail boy that the creek 
was dangerous, knowing that be 
was a stranger in tbe couutry. He 
got there a few minutes too late. 
When he arrived at the ford he 
saw below it some distance a horse 
on an island near the shore with 
its foot bung in the bridle. He 
waded in and brought it out. He 
recognized the horse aud took it to 
Mt Grove, where it was surmised 
in all probability the mall carrier 
was drowned. A party went there 
immediately but no trace of the 
body could be discovered. Mike 
OTarrel who was riding a power- 
tul horse attempted to cross but 
was obliged to return. 

The ford is at the lower .gnd of 
an eddy, and immediately below 
the water dashes down a steep de¬ 
clivity forraiug frightful rapids. 
When the stream is high the water 
appears smooth above, but in real¬ 
ity it has a terrible suck. The 
mail boy rode a weak horse which 
was‘tired from its long journey. 

The fate of the boy was known 
when the party reached John Dar¬ 
nell's house situated about a mile 
below the ford. His daughter was 
watching tbe rising waters and saw 
the ritail-bag tloat by. She ran to 
the bouse with tbe news and re¬ 
turned in time to see the lx**y of 
the unfortunate boy. First a baud 
wns thrust high at>ove the surface 
of the water, and then the knee 
appeared. 

A large party searched the creek 
for the body and found it Friday. 
First the overcoat, then a boot, and 
then n vest were found. Themail- 
bag wns lodged in a drift-heap two 
miles below the ford. The mail 
was damaged but tbe letters were 
readable. A postal card received 
by the writer which had been sub¬ 
merged shows little sign of dam¬ 
age. It was nothing like our Lew- 
isburg mail in ordinary wet weath¬ 
er. The first two days the search¬ 
ers did not go down the stream far 
enough, but on Friday at a point 
nearly three miles below the ford 
they found the body on the rocks 
on the edge of tbe stream. 

In all probability the boy’s foot 
hung in the stirrup and this would 
account for tbe body floating at a 
considerable distance behind the 
mail-bag. Also for tbe fact that 
the overcoat, coat, vest and boot 
were stripped off. The stream runs 
with almost incredible swiftness 
from the ford to the place the body 
was found. It is in the gap where 
Back Creek breaks through the 
mountain to How into Jacksons 
River. *

Lieut. John Jordan Beard. 

It becomes our moarnful duty 
to record the death of a widely- 
known and much esteemed citizen, 
John Jordan Beard, Huntersville, 
West Virginia. This event occur-

Be«ml was the only ton 
of the late Joseph Beard, Esq., 
and Mrs Mattie Beard, near Hills¬ 
boro. He was born in Greenbrier 
County, April 21st, 1835. anil was 
married to Minerva, daughter of 
James Edmiston, Esq., September 
1866. At the time of his death be 
was within ten days of being 63 
years of age. By this event bis at¬ 
tached family ia bereaved of a kind 
tender husband aud a very affec¬ 
tionate and indulgent father. The 
community at large honors bis 
memory ns that of a good man 
whose influence has beep for in¬ 
telligence and good morals. * 

In the war oetweeu the States 
he served in the* Bath Squadron, 
and made a record as a gallant and 
distinguished soldier. Late in the 
wht he received a frightful wound 
thatratqef near ending his life at 
the time. He survived to the sur¬ 
prise of everv person familiar with 
its nature, fcto more than thirty 
years this wound has been a great 
personal affliction, and it is believ¬ 
ed hastened the termination of his 
useful life. He bos been a resi¬ 
dent of Huntersville about 21 
years. During this time he serv¬ 
ed the county two tews as clerk 
of both courts. 

Early in life he professed piety, 
and maintained a consistentcharao- 
ter as sneb io the pale of the Meth¬ 
odist Episcopal Church. He was 
loyal and faithful to bis commun¬ 
ion and greatly attached to her 
doctrines and usages. 

He is survived by his wife and 
two sons, Harry and Fred. Beard.

“the people of the Island of Cuba

States demand that the govern¬ 
ment of Spain at once relinquish 
its authority aud government in 
the island of Cubo and withdraw 
its land and naval forces from Cu¬ 
ba aud Cuban waters. The Presi¬ 
dent is directed and empowered to 
use the entire land and naval forc¬ 
es of the United States and to call 
out the militia of the United States 
to such extent as may be necessary 
to carry these resol ations into ef¬ 
fect The United 8tstea disclaims 
any intention to exercise sover¬ 
eignty, jurisdiction, or control over 
said .island, except for the pacifica¬ 
tion thereof, and will leave its gov¬ 
ernment to its own people.

A Tata Which Will, Not 
government report from 
Columbia contains a description of 
a tree, known as the chappam 
which U said to |i o sn e es the quali¬ 
ty of being fireproof. * It grows on 
the vast plains of Columbia and 
the north of Houth America, call¬ 
ed savannas, extensive districts 
which are parched with beat ‘ex¬ 
cept daring the rainy sesrion. 

11 has long been the custom to 
plear the ground for the new vege¬ 
tation, which springs np so luxuri¬ 
antly, by means of fire, and such 
fires, miles in length, kindled' by 
herdsmen, destroy every thiug in 
the shape of vegetation except the ; 
chapparro tree, which survives to

Even for those who know 
and care but little about astrono¬ 
my it is worth while to look care¬ 
fully at Arcturus. because Arctu¬ 
rus is the very migfitiest sun that 
the heavens are known to contain. 
Its distance is about a thousand 
millions of million* of miles, or 
more than ten million times tbe 
distance of our own snn. Since 
t ie intensity of lig’it decreases as 
the square of the distance increas¬ 
es, it is easy to show that if we 
were as near to Arcturus as we are 
to the sun, the earth would be va¬ 
porized by the bUst of unimagina¬ 
ble heat whish would smite it, for 
Arcturus must exceed the sun 
in light aud heat giving pow¬ 
er in the ratio of six thousand to 
one! As to the actual size of Arc¬ 
turus, it is not improbable that its 
globe would more than fill the en¬ 
tire space that is belted by the or¬ 
bit of the planet Mercury!

They are-very un¬ 
usual in these waters, owing, no 
doubt, to the feet that our rivers 
flow to the southern seas. Just 
across in Virginia they are plenti¬ 
ful. It is authoritatively stated 
that eels only spawn in the ocean 
in temperate latitudes, and the 
number to be found in our rivers 
corresponds with the eels that are 
to be found in land locked waters. 
It may be that migratory aquatic 
birds carry some of the spawn 
from the sea. 

About ten years ago the suckers 
of Greenbrier river died by the 
bunkreds from o large sore on 
their head or sides. It was sug¬ 
gested then that it was caused by 
the bass “horning” them. It was 
undoubtedly a disease. Several 
suckers have been seen lately with 
tbe same kind of sores, and it may 
be this season will see an epidemic 
among them again.

THE SPANISH IN /1ANILLA. 

In the time of Philip the Second . 
1670, Spain was the preponderat¬ 
ing power in the civilised world. 
Hia revenues were far in exceee of 
any other crowned ruler, his armies 
regarded as the most formidable in 
Europe and bfii power over the 
eras questioned by. none bnt the 
Turk. So in every international 
respect the supremacy of JSpain 
was the consternation of the na¬ 
tions, and how thisoould be avoid¬ 
ed was the moat lively of the prob¬ 
lems that confronted European 
statesmen for an entire oentnry. 
Finally this much dreaded power 
embed, bnt it was not the efforts 
of opposingstateemen that brought 
about this much wished for result.

So to move a hive, if done in tha 
winter time it would be all right, 
but if in tbesummer timeitahould 
be done after dark or when they 
are not flying, and even then the 
bees should be stirred up some and 
smoke blown in at the hive en¬ 
trance and a board or some object 
plaoed in front of the hive so that 
the bees in ooming out may mark 
their new location. Bees no doubt 
are guided by sight and ulso by 
smell. They are attracted by the 
color of blootn, bb, if they are at 
work on a certain kind of bloom, 
they are not likely to leave that 
particular kind of bloom for any 
other aa long as they can find that 
kind. Again, bees are often at¬ 
tracted to sweets by their sense of 
stnell, for they will go after sweets 
even if in the dark if close. How¬ 
ever, any kind of sweets may be 
placed in glass in plain sight, but 
if covered bo as not to emit any 
smell, the bees will take notice of 
them.—Baltimore American. ..

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THE OREEN BRIER RAILWAY. 

Tbe surveying oorpe under Mr 
Bartholomew, chief engineer, is 
camped si Keister's mill, about 10 
miles by the river from Caldwell. 
The survey has worked since the 
9th day of April. They surveyed 
both sides of the river for uine 
miles above the C. & O. and fouud 
the east bank Ibe most practicable. 
They found that two tunnels were 
necessary, the longer one being 
five hundred feet. 

The preliminary survey set 
stakes every one hundred feet in 
the general course that the road 
was to be built. If a farmer finds 
stakes in his bottom land when he 
thinks they should follow the 
ridge, be need not get excited for 
the road will, in all probability, be 
built in the hillside. 

The county is used to prelimina¬ 
ry surveys, there having been ma¬ 
ny such surveys through this coun¬ 
ty, but there has never been a “lo¬ 
cation survey" made, such as is 
now advancing up the river. In 
this survey the stakes are set every 
fifty feet in the exact eentro of the 
road-bed. Owing to the curves it 
requires a great deal of cutting of 
timber for the man at the transit 
to see. - No matter how big a tree 
comes in the way it must be cut 
down. The speed made in this 
second survey is not more than 
half as fast as in the preliminary 
survey. 

The next step will be to let the 
grading to contract, and then the 
right of way will be cleared of tim¬ 
ber. The survuy goes over the 
ground the third time and sets the 
“slope stakes," ami the workmen 
follow behind them. * j 

The distance from Marlintoti to 
Caldwell is fifty-four miles. The 
grade is magnificent and the cost 
of construction will be compara¬ 
tively low. The Anthony’s Creek 
route is out of the question now, 
only the river route being consid¬ 
ered.

In East Virginia for a hundred 
years nature has been at work to 
fashion a oow-beast to meet the ex- 
egences of her times. The result 
has been an animal partaking of 
the nature of a goat. She has 
large horns to dig in the ground 
for roots; a stomach fitted to util¬ 
ize old rubbish of every kind; a 
thick hide, as she remains shelter¬ 
less from generation to generation; 
and other marks so well known in 
East Virginia cattle. The grade 
has become so general that it is as 
distinct as the Isle of Jersey cow, 
tho not so desirable. 

The stock raisers of this county 
hate this kind of cattle. They are 
so very light in weight, being as 
well perfect eye-sores. They take 
no pleasure in them. The large 
graziers depend upon picking up 
good calves from their tenants and 
others who keep only a cow or two 
and in this way their herds are 
made up. The man who buys this 
East Virginia stock handicaps 
them in their effort to keep the 
stock pure, and the more the blood 
mixes the worse it will be. If all 
the people around the mountain 
get East Virginia stock then good¬ 
bye to the magnificent herds of 
cattle iu Pocahontas.

A Pontoon Bridge. 

8ilas Mason was the contractor 
who made tbe b ; g fill at Mill boro 
on the 0. & O., and who was well 
know as one of the most remarka¬ 
ble men of his time. He could not 
read or write, but he possessed an 
understanding that enabled him to 
disregard these attainments. He 
has been known to calculate the 
cost of a tunnel by meAns of peb¬ 
bles used as counters. He has 
built bridges And grades, having 
made his calculations the same way. 
He learned to sign his name late in 
life, and was fond of remarking 
that that got him into trouble for 
he went a man’s security. He 
amassed a large fortune. • 

One of the most relished anec¬ 
dotes has been told of him hun¬ 
dreds of times, In the Southern 
Confederacy, he had charge of the 
construction of a pontoon bridge 
across the James rtiver. The en¬ 
gineers were set to work'to devise 
some plan to bridge the stream aud 
they had decided on their plan and 
were making drawings. 

Silas Mason in the mean time 
bad built tbe bridge. All this time 
the commanding officer was fret¬ 
ting and fuming under the delay, 
and he sent for Mason. 

•‘When can we get across the 
river?” 

Mason replied, “The engineers 
are drawing pictures for the bridge 
and the bridge are done.” 

He had loaded a lot of wagons 
with rock and placed them in the 
river, and constructed a bridge us¬ 
ing the wagons as piers.

1 ; TEACHERS AND THINOS. 

Does the teacher have to con¬ 
front a Condition or a fact, |we ask 
in a dramatic way in the words of 
I a rifting young novelist. This re* 
minds us of the way they theorize 
in the training schools, shaping 
yonng persons to teach and 'tilling 
them chock full of ideas ami ideals. 

The novice who baa been taught 
sees the smooth current of the 
stream down which be is to tntvs) 
but not the rocks beneath the sur¬ 
face. V : 

Nearly every one who has risen 
from among the people to assume 
prominence as a public man - or a 
public deadbeat has taught. Near¬ 
ly every child >. has a desire for 
teaching bred into him as he sits 
day after day under the control of 
h s tejeher, who is the monarch t>f 
all he surveys. A great many 
teachers get bravely over their de 
sire to teach, but it hangs to some. 

It seems bred in the boqe. 

Professor D. L. Barlow, County 
Superintendent, from whose peu 
we published a typical article last 
week, is a good example of one 
confirmed in the habit of teaching. 

He lays awoke at night planning 
how lie can impart information by 
making a point plain. 

In Pocahontas the school teach¬ 
er receives an appalling omout of 
attention, ancl the people of the 
neighborhood watch him like 
hawks. This is very flattering 
when the teacher succeeds in 
pleasing those who exercise this 
surveillance, but as a rale it causes 
much irritation to the teacher and 
therefor* interferes with bis good 
work. When the country at large 
have their eyes upon the doings or 
Congress, and are grnmbling and 
growling about high taxes and lav.

was Bpending the anmmer of 1638 
at that resort. 

The late Peter H. Slaven was a 
Tallman by nature, if not in name, 
and people will tell yon that for all 
that makes up an elevated charact¬ 
er, Peter Slaven aimed to have it. 
Though the name has well nigh 
ceased to be heard among ua, yet 
tbe writer to more than gratified to 
beiieve that tbe spirit of James 
Tallman, tbe eerly settler, la yet 
moving about among scores of our 
families.

Interesting Facts About Potatoes. 

The followihg facts about the 
ordinary potato are credited by 
Tbe Pharmaceutical Era to a pa¬ 
per read by Hal land, a French 

chemist, before tbe Paris Academy 
of Sciences. It says: 

"Aside from tbe skin, which on¬ 
ly represents a small fraction of 
the total weight, tbe potato con¬ 
sists of three layers, well distin¬ 
guishable with the naked eye if a 
small piece is held up against the 
light. Still more distinctly these 
three layers become visible if pho¬ 
tographed with tbe Roentgen rays. 
The strata are of different thick- 
nesses, which decrease toward the 
interior. The outermost layer con¬ 
tains comparatively the mosUtarch 
but lees nitrogenous substances; 
with tbe inndrmast-layer the pro¬ 
portion ia just tbe reverse. The 
middle layer has a mean composi¬ 
tion between the two others. The 
skin layer is the dryest, while the 
iDside marrow coutains considera¬ 
bly more water. On an average, a 
potato contains three quarters of 
its weight of water, two tenths of 
starch, and one fiftieth of nitroge¬ 
nous matters. Balland has discov¬ 
ered the important fact that the

THE SHERIFF. 

If we are to consider county 
dignitaries -in tbe series of sketch¬ 
es we propose to write concerning 
life in this section, we must take 
up the Sheriff, who heads the tiok- 
et on election day, and who miiBt 
be allowed bis full glut of glory,— 
or the day will conte when we can 
not get a Sheriff for love nor mon¬ 
ey. It ia the duty of every citi¬ 
zen to glorify this office; for with 
s man who has accumulated a few 
encumbrances in the way of farms 
and is kept busy riding his own 
particular borae overseeing things, 
nothing but the glory of his dffice 
will induce him to risk all his fine 
land and personal property toaerve 
bia county^in tbe capacity of 
Sheriff. * 

The Sheriff in a Weat Virginia 
county ia a very important person¬ 
age, for, in addition to keeping the 
peace, he must collect and account 
for all the money levied in direct 
taxes on tbe people. There is a 
law providing that be shall not 
aerve two successive terms. This 
law was provided because whan a 
man had served four years and 
was uot satisfied with his experi¬ 
ence's* Sheriff, it showa that he is 
not altogether right and that he 
had better be retired to private 
life where be can do no harm. 

When election year comes round 
some substantial farmer who has 
hitherto kept bis. accounts in bis 
head or penciled in a memoran¬ 
dum book, suddenly appears on 
the scene as s candidate for Sher¬ 
iff. and it will be remembered then 
that he has probably been prepar¬ 
ing for it for years by his astute¬ 
ness in avoiding all political diffi¬ 
culties and by not letting his left 
hand know how the right hand 
voted- This ia political finesse 
greatly in vogue, and makes very 
lukewarm enemies. A man of the 
same walk in life opposes him, and 
the fine riding horses are hard 
worked canvassing. Many a poor 
sheriff has bad cause to remember 
those days and wonder why be did 
not spend tbe time requesting bia 
friends to elect his adversary. 

When h* baa anaonsefa^y. pas* 
ed through the ordeals of a party 
nomination and a general election 
he begins to realize tbe bitterness 
of life when he thinks ob bia offi¬ 
cial bond.

Mr 
Bible quit his work and came to 
the house, and without further cer¬ 
emony sent tbs bone to tbs barn, 
and informed the visitor he bad to 
stay for dinner. He examined tbe 
colporteur's stock of books, select¬ 
ed whet he thought would suit him. 
He whs not a person apparently of 
many words, and yet he bad a way 
of keeping the visitor busy talking. 
Boon after the noon hour the visit 
or felt be must be on the move and 
not keep tbe kind msn sway from 
the work that was evidently thron¬ 
ging him. He started to leave and 
Mr Bible went withJrijP some dis¬ 
tance, and'he looked so isolemn that 
tbs visitor began to think there 
must be some thing on his friend’s 
mind. Bo be dismounted (n the 
shads of s tree, and there followed 
one of the most lateWoting Inter 
views on tbs subjeot of personal 
religion, It has ever been his plea

An item is going the rounds of 
some of tbe leading journals to the 
effeot that gold for coinage in 1898 
will be about twice the supply of 
both metals, silver and gold, avail¬ 
able for ooidage in 1883. Hence 
tbe congestion of the gold supply 
and the decrease in the rates of in¬ 
terest. From this it is reasoned 
that when the best money can be

He was a speaker of more than 
ordinary flnenoy. The writer beard 
him on bat one occasion, in 1844.

He was s Jacksonian 
Democrat and an appreciative read¬ 
er of the Richmond Enquirer. 

He died after much intense suf¬ 
fering March 4, 1881,' aged about 
80 years. Mrs Hudson survived 
ber husband until December 31st,

Late in life Mr Hudson became 
a member of the Liberty Church. 
He witnessed a very satisfactory, 
intelligent profession of hia faith 
in the atoning blood of Jesns.

and a daughter, Elizabeth. 

John Galford married Jennie 
McLaughlin; lived on the home 
place, finally went to Lewis Coun¬ 
ty and and settled near Walkers- 
ville. There were five sons and 
one daughter: Allen, John, Wil.

was a very 
pronounced Confederate sympa¬ 
thizer, and aa snch he was regard¬ 
ed s dangerous citizen to be at 
large in wartimes. In discharging 
wliat they deemed their dnty, he 
wbb arrested by g detatchment of 
Union soldiers, under the com¬ 
mand of tbe late Captain Nelson 
Pray, nud sent to Camp Chase, 
where he died daring the war. 

In reference to tbe pioneer's 
daughter Elizabeth Galford, the 
tradition is that when she was 14 
years of age abe waa aent on an er¬ 
rand to the mill, a quarter of a mile 
east of the residence. The child 
wbb never seen afterwards. While 
parties were carefully seeching the 
creek, Indian signs were discover¬ 
ed and it was at once concluded 
that she had been taken captive. 
Vain pursuit was made, and the 
neighbors hastened to tbe fort, 
where P. H. Warwick lives. In¬ 
dians, believed to be the same par¬ 
ty, attacked the fort and killed a 
Mr Sloan, and a warrior was woun¬ 
ded. Tbe Indian was taken to a 
glade, near Arborvale, and secreted 
until able to leave for tbe Ohio 
towns, hence tbe name “Hospital” 
run. 

Some months subsequently 
Thomas Galford, Senior, and Sam¬ 
uel Gregory went to the'Jndian 
towns, but could bear mothing of 
the captive child. The two men 
lingered about the town inquiring 
for furs and tried to trade with tbe 
Indians, hoping thus to get the de¬ 
sired information about the miss¬ 
ing obi)d. Hearing nothing they 
gave up all hopes, and turned their 
attention to a pair oflfine horses. 
They slipped them, hitobed them 
some distance from tbe town, and 
then went beck and waited in am¬ 
bush for the warriors that might 
oorne in purauit. Two were shot 
down and their ornaments taken, 
and these were kept for years. The 
bracelets were burned when Thom¬ 
as Galford, Jr., lost bia house. The 
captured horses were fine stallions. 
The bay w^s called “Buck Rabbit” 
and the other “Irish Grey.” “Back 
Rabbit” was sold to John Bird, tbs 
ancestor of tbe Bird relationship 
on Upper Back Creek. The other 
was bought by John Harnee, a tra¬ 
der from Staunton. 

Thomas Galford, the pioneer, 
and Jaoob Warwick, on returning 
from a scout, thought they would 
have some sport at the expense of 
William Higgins and. Peter In¬ 
gram, whom they found digging 
potatoes near the fort at the month 
of Deer Creek. Higgins always 
claimed there was no Indinn that 
could ever make him run. While 
the two were busy at their digging 
Galford and Warwick slipped ap 
to the fence end fired simultane¬ 
ously, hitting the ground dose to 
Higgius and scattering the dost all 
over him. He and Ingram ran 
with all speed to the stockade and 
reported that Indians had fired on 
them. The psnio was soon rellev- 
ed, however, when hilarious laugh¬ 
ter instead of war whoops were 
heard in the direction of the pota¬ 
to patch.

Mr Poage had built a mill 
which Mr Lightner improved up¬ 
on, and for yeare accommodated a 
wide circle of customers, who had 
gotten tired of hominy and bomb 
ny meal pounded in a goblet-shap¬ 
ed block. The pestle by which the 
trituration was doue was usually a 
piece of wood like a band-spike, 
with an iron wedge inserted in one 
end, and fastened by an iron band 
to keep it from splitting. This 
mill was a precious and valuable 
convenience, and brought comfort 
to many homes, and some of the 
most toothsome bread ever eaten 
in our couuty was made of meal 
from Lightner's Mill. Some fam¬ 
ilies had hand-mills, but they were 
about as hard to operate as the 
hominy block, or mortar with the 
iron-bound pestle. 

It is believed Mr Lightner came 
from the neighborhood of Crab 

Bottom, near the headwaters of the 

• 

South Branch of the Potomac. His 
wife was Alcinda Harper, a sister 
of Hoary Harper, the ancestor of 
the Harper connexion in our coun¬ 
ty. She, therefore, brought that 
pretty name to Pocahontas, and 
there have been many Alcindns in 
her worthy descendants and rela¬ 
tives. 

The property owned by Peter 
Lightner is now. in the possession 
of Hugh Dever and the family of 
the late Francis Dever, Esq., a few 
miles from Frost. 

Mr Lightner's family consisted 
of one son and four daughters. 

Jacpb Lightner, their only son, 
married Miss Elizabeth Moore, 
who was reared on the farm now 
occupied by Andrew Herold, Esq., 
near Frost. Her father was John 
Moore, a son of Moses Moore, the 
noted pioneer, and her mother w as 
a McClung, of the Greenbrier 
branch of that noted connexion. 
Jacob Lightner's children were 
Peter Lightner, who died at home; 
John M. Lightner, once a member 
of the Huntersville bar, and mov¬ 
ed to Abilene, Texas, where he 
died a few years since; Samuel M. 
Lightner was a student of Union 
Theological Seminary, and had 
al>out completed his studies for 
the Presbyterian ministry when he 
entered the army. He married 
Miss Sally Mildred Poage, in 
Rockbridge County, and died a 
few months after his marriage at 
Batesville, Virginia, and was bur¬ 
ied at Falling Spring Church near, 
the Natural Bridge. His widow 
married Rev Edward Lane, D. D., 
a distinguished missionary to Bra¬ 
zil, where he died much lamented. 
For some years Mrs Lane has re¬ 
sided in Staunton, Virginia, to be 
near her daughters, who were pu¬ 
pils of Miss Baldwin’s Seminary. 

Alcinda, one of Jacob Lightners 
daughters, was a noted beauty, 
and very popular. She became the 
wife of the late James B. Campbell 
of Highland County, Virginia. 

Mary, another daughter, married 
Rev John W. Hedges, of Berkeley 
County, a widely-known Methodist 
minister of the M. E. Baltimore 
Conference. 

Alice, the youngest daughter, 
never married. 

The eldest daughter of Peter and 
Alcinda Lightner was named Eliz¬ 
abeth. She was married to Jos¬ 
eph Sharp, at Frost. Mr and Mrs 
Sharp were the parents of Abra¬ 
ham and Peter Sharp, at Frost, 
and Henry Sharp, on Douthard's 
Creek. Polly Sharp married John 
Hannah, on Elk, and * was the 
mother of the late Dry sop Hannah 
of Frost, and Mn» George (Hbson, 


near Marlintoo. 

Phebe Sharp first married the 
late Henry Harper, Jr., who died 
of an accidental wound inflicted 
while fixing a gate-latch near Sun¬ 
set School-house. She afterwards 
married Mr Ala* Rankin. Susan 
Sharp l>ecatne the wife of the late 
William Burr, ou Brown's Moun-

For 
many years Mr and Mrs Gay lived 
on the farm now in the possession 
of F. A. Renick, Esq., near Hills¬ 
boro, until-their removal to the 
State of Iowa. • * 

Polly Lightner and the late 
Sheldon, Clark, Esq., were married 
and settled in the Little Levels, 
where their sou, Sherman, now 
lives (1897.) Mr Clark came from 
the State of Connecticut, and 
made an immense fortune by mer¬ 
chandising and farming. He was 
a highly esteemed citizen, and by 
strict attention to his own busi¬ 
ness he prospered much. His in¬ 
fluence was ever ou the side of 
good morals and intelligence. Mr 
and Mrs Clark are survived by 
four sons, Sherman, Henry, Alvin, 
and Preston. 

Sherman II. Clark, the eldest, 
married Mary Frances, daughter of 
the late Joel Hill, near Hillsboro, 
and lives on the old Clark home¬ 
stead. . * • ‘ • 

Alvin Clark married Mary Ag¬ 
nes, daughter of the late Josiab 
Beard, of Locust, rnd resides on 
the Moses Poag# property east of 
Hillsboro. 

Henry Clark lives near the head 
of Spring Creek. 

Preston Clary married Miss Jo- ( 
sie Levisay, near Frankford, West 
Virginia, and lives on the George 
Poage property, west of Hillsboro. 

There was another worthy broth¬ 
er, Peter Clark, whose wife was 
Miss Martha Blair. He died sev¬ 
eral years since on a farm south of 
Hillsboro. 

The history of Sheldon Clark il¬ 
lustrates the Pocahontas possibili 
ties in reach of those who are mor¬ 
al in habits, diligent in business, 
honest and strictly upright in their 
business relations. The advance¬ 
ment of such may be slow, but it 
will lie sure and endnring, and the 
results bring comfort and influence 
to those who inherit them*, a rich 
heritage to children's children. 

Phebe Ann Lightner was mar¬ 
ried to the late John Cleek, on 
Knapp's Creek, near Driscol, on 
the place now occupied by the 
homes of their sons, Peter L. and 
William H. Cleek, and their daugh¬ 
ter, Mrs B. F. Fleshman, 

In the sketch published in The 
Times. January 15, 1897, mention 
was made of her sons and daughters 
whose names besides those just giv¬ 
en were Mary Ann Herold, after¬ 
ward* Mrs William C. Hull; Caro¬ 
line Elizabeth, wife of Lanty 
Lock ridge; Alcinda Susan, now 
Mrs Hugh Dever; Margaret Eve¬ 
line, now Mrs Reniok Ward; and 
Eliza Martha, now Mrs B. F. 
Fleshman. 

The annals just recorded of 
these persons, Mr and Mrs Peter 
Lightner may be brief and simple, 
but yet how very suggestive as one 
reflects upon them.

Mr* Diana Saundara, a Pioneer 
on Dry Creek. 

8oon after tbe war of 1812 there 
came to Our county one of the 
moat interesting and eccentric per¬ 
sonalities that oor older people re¬ 
member anything abont, Mrs Dia¬ 
na Baundera, late of Rocky Point, 
on Dry Branoh of Swago. She 
was tha widowed mother of 
four children, Anna, Eleanor, 
Cyrus, and Isaac. Her oabin boms 
was built near tbe head springs of 
Dry Branch, almost in speaking 
distance of tbe Rocky Point eohool 
house, and jnst below. 

Cyras Saunders lived in Madi¬ 
son County, Virginia, and waa a 
merchant and a citiaen k of promi¬ 
nence. 

Isaac Saunders, npon attaining 
hia majority, went to Fayette 
County, married, and settled on 
the banka of New River not far 
from Hawk’e Neat. Hia sister An¬ 
na made her home with him for a 
time, and tben became Mr* Ewing 
of Fayette Coonty. 

Eleanor Saunders waa married 
to the late Barnett) Adkiaeou, from 
Madison County, and lived on 
Spruoe Flat at the head of Swago, 
on the place now occupied by 
James Adkiaeou where be baa just 
built a nice new bouae.

It would be well if it conld be got¬ 
ten and deposited in the Museum 
of tbe West Virginia Historical 
Society at Charleston. 

John Burgees waa bow near Al¬ 
bany in 1778. He waa a mere 
youth when hie father came to 
Harrisonburg. From Rockingham 
be came to the Levels, about 1788. 
Hia first marriage waa with Sarah 
Case bolt, and lived near Mill 
Point. Tbe children of tbe fltst 
marriage were John, James, Arch¬ 
ibald, Pan), Hannah and Mary. 
Hannah became Mr* David Mc¬ 
Nair and lived in Angoata. Tbe

During the war Hontersville was 
burned by Federal troops sent in 
from the Union gsrrison st Bever¬ 
ly so aia to prevent its being a Coo- 
federate depot for military supplies. 
When peaoe waa restored between 
the States, Huntersville recuperat¬ 
ed rapidly. Flourishing stores 
were carried on by Amos Barlow 
and J. 0. Loury & Son, the farms 
rein closed, improved methods of 
agriculture adopted, and at this 
time presents a more attractive 
appearance than at any time in all 
its previous history. 

The more notable day^in the 
history of Huntersville and of the 
county citizenship were the train¬ 
ings and the general muster that 
would follow. For several years 
after the organ isatiou of the 127th 
Regiment the Brigade Inspector 
was Major John Alexander of Lex¬ 
ington. He wonld bring his drum¬ 
mer and fifer with him, two likely 
colored men uniformed in scarlet, 
like British soldiers, and were the 
admiration and envy of all the col¬ 
ored people. Some of the colored 
boys would say that they ouuld de¬ 
sire no better heaven than be mu¬ 
sicians and wear such red clothes. 

When the militia regulations 
were modified the Colonel of the 
Regiment would train the officers 
for about three consecutive days 
before the Regimental Muster, 
Thetf* were usually seasons of 
much social hilarity, and the as 
loons reaped lucrative returns. The 
Masters came off in May, just aft¬ 
er corn planting.

Iu regard to educational inter 
flMs Huntersville has had some 
good schools. About tbe year 1841 
a chartered Academy whs built 
near the place now occupied by 
Dr 8. P. Patterson's elegant resi¬ 
dence. The names of the teaohera. 
as now remembered, were J. O. 
Hum, h iea, from Greenville, Aug. 
ustn; A, Crawford, from Browne- 
burg, Virginia; Reverend T. P. W. 
Magruder, from Maryland; J, W. 
Price, and a Professor Miller, from 
Pennsylvania. 

To Huntersville ie due tbe dia- 
tiuctiou of beiug the first place in 
Pucnbontaa where a Sunday-school 
was held throughout tbe year,—an 
"evergreen Sunday-school.” Late 
in the year of 1839, Reverend J. 
M. Harris, a young minister in 
broken health, was advised to oome 
to the mountains ss a relief for 
malignant bronchial troubles. He 
waa a native of Pennsylvania, and 
in hie preparation for the ministry 
be was a student of such brilliant 
promise that he was called to do 
bis first preaching by a church iu 
New Orleans. Hia charge has since 
become the foremost Presbyterian 
church in the city and achieved a 
national reputation under tbe min- 
iatry of Reverend Doctor Palmer. 

For a time it looked as if Mr 
Harris were destined to be u pulpit 
star of tbe first magnitude. Nerv¬ 
ous prostration and bronchial af¬ 
fection disabled hiiu f - and he re¬ 
sorted to the Virginia mountains 
as his forloru hope for health. *In 
*i few weeks after reaching Hun 
terevilhe he opened school and also 
gathered a Sabbath • school. His 
school-room was in a building 
near where the Methodist c^t/rch 
now stands, and was in after years 
used by Dr Matt Wallace as a

physician’s office. After a sojourn 
at Huntersville for a year or twe, 
his health improved a good deal. 
It was in bis room at Holden’s Ho¬ 
tel, referred to as the military head 
quarters, W. T. P. saw for the first 
time what a Greek Testament and 
Hebrew Bible looked like, and 
came to tbe conclusion that it 
would require something more 
than baman to be able to make any 
sentj© out of books printed with 
someth fag that looked more like 
grammatical bug tracka and syste¬ 
matic fly specks than printed 
words. 

When Mr Harris left Hunters¬ 
ville be weut to Hampshire Coun¬ 
ty. There he married a lady of 
considerable wealth, and lived for 
thirty years In an isolated mount¬ 
ain home, where it waa high and 
dry. He bad e fine library, tbe 
leadiug newspapers, reviews and 
magazines, and kept wall informed 
aa to what was going on in tbs 
work).

Wlmn the inspector aaw that he 
had no terrors for tbe old man be 
he look another tack and went to 
different farm houses to find out 
the sentiment concerning Brad- 
lav’s administration, and found 
thr|t everyone was exceedingly 
grateful lo and pleased with him 
as postmaster. He oame back ami 
spent the night with tbe postmas¬ 
ter, aud reported that the office 
was in trustworthy hands aud that 
it was giving universal satisfaction 
adding that it was one of those 
cases in which the postmaster was 
a public benefactor. 

Tbe citizens claiming Last- 
cbauoe as their poetoffice were all 
stock - raisers, and Hugh Bradiy 
was oaa of tbe big cattle men of 
the valley. He bad a magnificent 
grazing farm and bad in his timo 
handled a great number of cattle 
as a buyer, but at the time of 
which we speak he had in a great 
measure retired from the field and 
made a deal only when an ex¬ 
ceptionally good opportunity pre¬ 
sented itself.

Tbe next day he took oar* to 
meet Jenkins at a aaie end there 
remarked to him that be gneased 
he might as well pay him tome- 
thing ou the cattle to bind the 
bargain at 4.16 Both parties were 
very willing to sign a written me¬ 
morandum of the sale. 

Saturday came and McAfee did 
not appear at Laetohanoe. Old 
Hagh thought this a little strange 
and went to see McAfee, who 
would only offer him 3.90. After 
trying to sell the cattle for a 
month be finally waa compelled to 
weigh them np to a northwestern 
i buyer at Jenkins’ plaoe for 8,94. Jt 
was tbe saddest day of the old 
man’s life. He counted up the 
loss ou a blank page of hia patent- 
medicine memorandum book and 
found it to be just $186 48. 

It bad dawned on him sometime 
previously that be bed been the 
victim of a low-down, dirty trick 
but be and the two oonspiratara 
kept very quiet about. The con¬ 
struction that bis friends put on it 
waa that be waa aging, aod bis 
sons were anxious that he let them 
do the boyiug thereafter.

Roeeber¬ 
ry came up aud in the presence of 
several men offered to close the 
bargain at 4.10. Old Hugh aski d 
a day to consider, nnd wet to -the 
office for his mail, telfftig Roe**ber¬ 
ry that be expected an offer from 
Hiram McAfee. 

He received -the postal card, de¬ 
posited it in hia big leather pocket 
book- and told Roeeberry tbe cat¬ 
tle were sold. 

McAfee was horrified to receive 
a letter worded as follows: 


“I accept your offer of four dol¬ 
lars aod thirty oeuts a huudred for 


my cattle. Your postal card just 
ariv in time aa I was a considering 
a offer of 4.10 from Mr Jcems 


Roeeberry at the time which I 
have refuse as tbe oattle is sold to 
you. As you say we will way the 
steers Oct 16 off of gras. You of- 
far more than anybody else hut I 
would have like to’ have got 4.36 
for them.” 


The oattle. were weighed to Mc¬ 
Afee in due time, and for several 
years he worked mentally at the 
following calculation; 'Mada on 
Jenkins oattle $111; lost on Brad¬ 
ley oattle $904.20; total loss to me, 
$193.20. Jenkins made $111.00; 
Old Hngh, that (execrably bed) 
old eooaudrel, made $82.20.

BIOGRAPHIC SKETCHES. 

The compiler of these pioneer 
memorabilia of John McNeel and 
his family feels happy in this op- 
portunity to express his grateful 
appreciation of the assistance ren¬ 
dered by Captain William L. Mc¬ 
Neel and Dr Matt Wallace. u 

John McNeel, the ancestor of 
the McNeel relationship in our 
county, appears to have been the 
flrst to occupy the Little Levels 
by permanent settlement. He was 
a native of Frederick County, Vir¬ 
ginia, but passed much of his early 
life in or near Cumberland, Mary¬ 
land. He seems to have been fond 
of athletics, and in a pugilistic 
contest his antagonist was so bad¬ 
ly knocked out as to Ixj regarded 
fatally injured. To avoid arrest 
and trial for murder he refugeed. 
He followed the trend of the Alle- 
ghanies. A long while was spent 
in their gloomy solitudes, and his 
sufferings of mind and l>ody can¬ 
not be even imagined by any of 
us. Finally, going deeper and 
deeper into the wilderness, he 
at last came in view of the Levels, 
about 1766. 

As he overlooked this section 
from some neighboring eminence 
he saw much to remind him of his 
native region. An extensive, wood¬ 
ed plain, bordered by mountain 
ranges of unsurpassed beauty, and 
very fertile. He decided, as every 
thing looked so muck like the old 
home scenery, to settle here; and 
chose a site for his cabin near the 
present home occupied by Hon M. 
J. McNeel. Traces of this cabin 
huve been seen by persons yet liv¬ 
ing, between M. J. McNeel's gate 
on the public read and his resi¬ 
lience. If the spot could be iden¬ 
tified, it would be well to mark it 
with a piece of the marble recent¬ 
ly found in such fabulous quanti¬ 
ties close by. 

Here the ’Solitary man brooded 
over his supposed guilt, prayed 
with his broken heart for pardon, 


and lived near^Locust ou what is 
now known as the “Jordan Place,” 
owned by Isaac McNeel. • They 
reared three daughters and five 
sons. The sorti were Jonathan, 
Isaac, John M., Abram, and Frank¬ 
lin. * 

Their daughitty Nancy Jordan, 
first married —^CalUson, 4 >f James. 
Upon his deceape she became thS 
wife of George jEdmiston. 

Jane Jordan married Major Wil¬ 
liam Blair, who lived west of Hills¬ 
boro, on the farai now occupied by 
J. G. Beard. IL 

Martha Jorik% married the late 
Joseph Beard. Mhe is living now 
(1897) with Jqp(fc McNeel, near 
Hillsboro. Lieut J. J. Beard, of 
Huntersville, and Mrs Isaac A)c- 
Neel, and Mrs William L. McNeel 
deceased, are her children. 

Nancy McNeel, second daughter 
of the pioneer, married RiAard 
Hill, who settled* on Hill's Creek; 
and is reinembmd §s the person 
who escaped at Drennairs, near 
the mouth of Stony Creek, when 
James Baker, school teacher, was 
slain by an Indian, about 1780. 
Their daughter,. Elizabeth Hill/ 
married the late John Bruffey, of 
Hill s Creek, where some of her 
descendants yet reside. Among 
them is T. A. Bruffey, Esq. 

George Gilliwn married a daugh¬ 
ter of Mr and Mis Hill, but her 
name could not be recalled. 

The sons of Richard Hill were 
Colonel John Hill, from whom 
Hillsboro is named; Thomas Hill 
Joel Hill, Abr§m Hill, Isaac Hill, 
and George Hfll. 

Martha McNeel the pioneer's 
third daughter, married Griffin 
Evans,"‘moved West, and settled 
on the Miami River. 

Our venerable pioneor rear¬ 
ed two sons, Abram and Isaac. 

Abram first* married a Miss 
Lamb. Her brother, William 
Lamb, was greatly esteemed by 
Abram McNeql, and he named his

an expert artisan. Capt McNeel 
has n dock made by this person 
that is one of the most elegant 
specimens of its kind to be found 
anywhere. 

Abraham settled on the land 
now held by Captain Edgar, and 
by Captain W. L. McNeel and 
sons, Henry and Joseph. There 
was one duughtea, Elizabeth, who 
was married to William Hanna, of 
Greenbrier County. 

Abram McNeel's second wife 
was Miss Bridger. relative of the 
6lain Bridger Brothers. By this 
marriage there were three sons,— 
Washington, who died in youth; 
John; and Abram, who went west. 

The daughters of this second 
marriage were Margaret (Peggy), 
who married the late William 
Beard, of Renick’s Valley, and she 
has been dead but a short while. 

Martha (Patsey) married Bay- 
lis6 Butcher, and went west. One 
of her sons practiced medicine in 
our county some years siuce,—Dr 
F. Butcher. 

Miriam, another daughter, mar¬ 
ried Christopher Beard, and her 
son, Dr Beard is a prominent phy¬ 
sician in Lewisburg.

Such, in brief, is the experience 
of the University of West Virgin¬ 
ia. A child of the war, inco the 
State, whose name it bears, its pro¬ 
gress Iras been co-equal with the 
progress of our Commonwealth;

terie of States, likewise its chief 
school holds an enviable position 
among the colleges of the country. 
The University however cannot lav 
claim to tl e title of venerable. Its 
first alumni are yet comparatively 
young men. And its critics, of 
whom there arc nota few, especial¬ 
ly in this section, that a just com¬ 
parison of schools cannot be ac¬ 
complished without reference to 
•their past history, and the varying 
fortunes thro which they have pas¬ 
sed. An institution is not to l>o 
condemed for its youth, nor too 
freely praised for its age. As an 
Instance of the latter, we may men¬ 
tion the venerable Willidm and 
Mary, which leans too heavily up¬ 
on its staff of distinguished found¬ 
ers and advertises its age rather 
more than merit.

Footwear Nevers. 

Dr Samuel Appleton, in Health 
Culture, gives fourteen of them, 
which ever} poison will derive 
comfort in heeding: 

1. Never wear a shoe that will 
not allow the great toe to lie in a 
straight line. 

2. Never wear a shoe with a sole 
narrower than the outline of the 
foot traced with a pencil close un¬ 
der the rounding edge. 

3. Never wear a shoe that pinch¬ 
es the heel. 

4. Never wear a shoe or hoot so 
large in the heel that the foot is 
not kept in place. 

5. Never wear a shoe or boot 
tight anywhere. 

6. Never wear a shoe or boot that 
has depressions in any part of the 
Hole to drop any joint or bearing 
below the level plane. 

7. Never wear a shoe with a sole 
turning up at the toes, as this 
causes the the cords of the upper 
[>art of the foot to coutract. 

8. Never wear a shoe that press¬ 
es lip* into the hollow of the foot. 

5. Never have the top of the boots 
tight, as it interferes with the act¬ 
ion of the calf muscles, makes one 
walk badly, and spoils the shape of 
the ankle. 

10. Never come from high heels 
to low heels at one jump. 

11. Never wear one pair of shoes 
all the time, unless obliged to do 
so. Two pairs of boots worn a day 
at a time alternately give more ser¬ 
vice anil are much more healthful. 

12. Never wear leather sole lin¬ 
ings to stand upon. White cottou 
h illing or linen is much better and 
healthful. 

13. Never wear a short stocking, 
or one which after being washed is 
not, at least, one-half inch longer 
than the foot. Boar in mind that 
stockings shrink. Be stir j thatthey 
will allow your tea's to spread out 
ut the extreme ends, as this keeps 
the joints in place and makes a ve¬ 
ry strong and attractive foot. As 
to the shape of stockings, the sin¬ 
gle digital, or “one-toed-stocking" 
is the best. 

14. Never think that feet will 
grow large from wearing proper 
shoes. Pinching and distorting 
makes them grow not only large 
hut unsightly. A proper, unturnl 
use of all the muscles make them 
compact and attractive.

Fifty yearn ago one of the most 
active public metr in lower Poca- 
hont is was David Little Ruckman, 
Constable of the Levels District. 

He was tall and wiry in person, 
quick and nervous in his move¬ 
ments, axid usually rode iu a rapid 
Tfot. He always meant business, 
and when he went to collect a debt 
the money or property bad to be 
iu evidence. Were an arrest to be 
made, he nearly always found the 
person that was wanted. His home 
was iu die cove near Marvin to the 
right of tlm road passing to Mill 
Point, and is now occupied by Col 
•John W. Ruckman and son, Math¬ 
ews. His ancestry is traceable, 
according to Colonel John W. 
Hackman's recollection, to David 
Ruckman, an Englishman, who 
settled iu New Jersey. His son, 
David, born in New Jersey, and 
married to a Miss Little, came to 
Bath County, ami was one of the 
first settlers in the Back Valley of 
Back Crock, on a farm now in the 
l*>HKi>8ion of William P. Campbell. 

David Ruckman, settlor, be¬ 
gan in the unbroken forest and 
built up n home. He died there, 
and was buried near the public 
rand on a beautiful knoll. 

It was here thnt David L. Ruck- 
innn was bom and reared. He had 
three brothers who lived to be 
grown. Samuel Ruckman, of Mill 
Gap, Highland County, whose son

Colonel David V. Ruckman is 
widely known iu our county. John 
Ruckman went to Ohio. James 
Ruckman, another brother, settled 
in Illinois. 

D. L. Ruckman also had these 
sisters: Fannie married John 

She was tlie mother of Mrs 
Samuel Harper, on Knapp’s creek, 
and Mrs Martha Ginger, whose 
son, George W. (linger, now re¬ 
sides in Huntersville.

With us 
fanners, however, in a farming 
sense, we go back of sowing to the 
plowing, and on that depends what 
we shall reap; and now/ as the 
county papere inform the gentle 
reader, is the tithe to do your plow¬ 
ing. Probably the most pleasant 
work of the year is the first 
plowing done in the spring. After 
a winter of discontent, the first 
warm days come as a boon, and 
then the tiller of the soil instinct¬ 
ively gets down his horses harness, 
greases them, rigs up a double¬ 
tree, and has a long hunt for that 
miasing-link—the clevis. In a day 
or two the loading-mind on the 
farm pronounces the ground in 
fit condition to be plowed, and 
with a good team of horses, the 
plowman follows the plow with 
feelings akin to pleasure. 

8 o strong is the instinct to plow 
upon the farmer in the spring that 
no matter if he has been engaged 
in other pursuits so long that he 
has forgot ton how to furtn, if ho 
has ever had to put in every pretty 
day iu early spring plowing, he is 
very apt to feel at this time of 
year that he is neglecting some¬ 
thing, and he will rouse up from 
a fit of abstraction thinking that 
he should be out plow ing. 

Retrospection brings before me 
the days when I followed the fur¬ 
row in the smooth sod-land that 
was so nice to plow, and, with the 
soil encrusted in my shoes, dream¬ 
ed of days maybe when I might 
triumph over the drudgery of 
plowing.

Substitute for Rubber.—T he 
discovery of a substitute for rub¬ 
ber, which is said, can be produc¬ 
ed in large quantities at less than 
a quarter of the cost of genuine 
rubber, is announced by a Sonom- 
ia county, (Cal.), journal. 

The substitute is the product of 
a tree which grows abundantly in 
the central part of the state and 
was discovered by accident. The 
tree is tapped near the base, and 
the sap, which is quite a dark col¬ 
or, is caught in a vessel. After be¬ 
ing exposed for a day or two a lay¬ 
er of tough elastic material, close¬ 
ly resembling robber, is formed. If 
this is taken off another layer will 
form. 

This substance will vulcanize 
like rubber and, when properly 
treated, is a perfect substitute for 
the genuine article. It has been 
tested by several scientific men who 
«ay it will take the place of rubber 
for almost any purpose. 

A company is being formed to 
put this new material, which has 
not been named, on the market. 
The method of treatment is secret. 
The discoverer says the supply is 
nexhnustable.

called it would punch your insides 
out when meeting a stump. 

Then again in my mind’s eye I 
see a yoke of white Tuckahoe cat¬ 
tle, yoked to a pole and the pole 
connected by links to the plow.

One of the moat difficult feats of 
rafting in the daya^when so many 
rafts were run was-often necessary 
to be done in that part of the river 
exactly opposite the town of Mar- 
linton. Rafts are^ seldom run al 
night, and when a> raft waa built 
above the shallow Karlin Ford ou 
falling water it waa deemed desira- 
hlo to drop down the river and tie 
up in the Price fi|dy below the 
bridge, for fear the 0 raft would 
‘•stick’* on the ford, If that land¬ 
ing could not be made, the raft 
would have to proceed two miles to 
the Kee Eddy, and all hands walk 
back and perhaps wade Knapp’s 
Creek to reach a place to spend 
the night. Just above the upper 
eddy at the ford where the Levels 
road crossed the River, is the Rid¬ 
ing Roc k. While this rock was in 
sight the river could be riddeu, 
and the river has a sufficient tide 
for Fnfting when this rock is just 
hid. The rock is exactly on the 
edge of the channel at low water, 
but in a rafting-tide it stands out 
in the river thirty yards or so from 
the bank, and cannot be seen at 
any considerable distance by the 
pilot. To land in the Price Eddy 
the rntt must be*dropped close to 
this rock, or the men at the oars 
will find it impossible to get into 
the eddy-water. Most of the pilots

Having duly recorded the uau.es 
of point* of interest on the river, a 
review of the fishing will be in or¬ 
der, for there is grand fishing in 
the Greeubrier. The fish have 
wholly changed from old times to 
this. Forty yeare ago the river 
swarmed with catfish, trout, and' 
suckers; but these receded before 
the* inroads mid encroachments of 
xqsdmqwT mss, fflmf WMHaro 
caught every year. The protec¬ 
tion of tho bass up until June 15 
of each year will not only allow 
them time to spawn) but will pre¬ 
vent them being butchered by pot 
fisheviK. . During the spawning sea¬ 
son they can be caught by the 
clumsiest bungler.' If a boss be 
lingering in shallow water near the 
spawning place, the fisherman has 
only to approach Ixddly And drop 
some sort of bait near it, and the 
fish is destroyed without a strug- 
gle. 

In regard to sport, Greenbrier 
river has furnished the deer-hunt¬ 
er the most magnificent stream im¬ 
aginable for the chase. Those who 
took advantage of the method be¬ 
fore it became unlawful, know 
that on a number of mountain- 
streams the roar of tho water pre¬ 
vents the slander from bearing the 
hounds or the noise which a deer 
makes bouuding thro the woods; 
or what m worse, the rushing of the 
waters conjure up any sound, from 
the baying of a deer-hound to henr- 
iug of innumerable voices, or the 
reverberations of a 44-56 ou the 
next stand. But:the Greenbrier is 
not qo. It slips along ns silent as 
the woods themselves, and the deer 
is heard while yet a long way off. 
Again when lie gots fairly in the 
bed of the stream to hide the scent, 
the river is so broad that the moat 
unskillful marksman can have a 
dozen or so shots before the same 
can regain the cover of the woods. 

There have been other times on 
besides this. In the spring a large 
number of ducks and other water- 
fowl appear and rest temporarily 
on the waters of this stream. A 
number of wild-geooe have been 
killed nt this point, oneji few weeks 
ago, nnd one black swan. 

The formation of the couuty is 
such that the river has few bottoms. 
The bottoms of Marlintori are, in 
fact f the only bottoms of any con¬ 
siderable importance in its whole 
course. Therefore, with the excep¬ 
tion of an overflow nt that point, 
the river can do what it pleases 
and still not Jmrt the people gener¬

BIOORAPMIC NOTES 


One of the most widely known 
of Pocahontas families.in foroer 
yean was that pf the ancestor of 
the Lockridge relationship, at 
Driscol, four miles east of Hun¬ 
tersville. It was a place of resort 
for judges of the courts and vifit- 
ing lawyers to and from Hunters¬ 
ville ou public occasions. Pleas¬ 
ant mention is made of the kind 
treatment received and of the nice 
and bountiful table comforts en¬ 
joyed in the memoir of the late 
Howe Peyton, Esq., and in some 
published reminiscences of George 
Mayst*.

Civil Service. 

From every indication, it is more 
than probable the policy of Civil 
Service will b© a very live question 
in politics, stirred up by the ‘out*’ 
in opposition to the ‘ins'. When 
it comes down to actual facts, this 
has been about the main issue for 
twenty years in political agitation. 
In his book, Bryan put himself on 
record in the following terms: 

“Without entering* into details, 
I suggest that it is possible to place 
the civil service upon a substantial 
foundation by providing a fixed 
term -of appointments—with the 
possibility of on^a reappointment 
in case of special merit—the ap¬ 
pointments to be divided among 
all political parties in proportion 
to their political strength, and 
among the States in proportion to 
their population. In this way a 
person entering the service would 
know that by efficiency he could 
secure a second term, and, 
knowing that his service would 
close at the end of the second term, 
could make preparations for the fu¬ 
ture. At present, a clerk when dis¬ 
charged without warning, is ( often 
left in a position of financial em» 
barrasameut. Then, too* when each 
party has its proportionate repre¬ 
sentation in civil service, there will 
be no disposition to violate the 
spirit of the law, as both parties 
have done under the present sys¬ 
tem. Until each parly is given its 
share of offices, the successful par¬ 
ty will bo tempted'to secure places 
f f as many of its jpetnhejw as pos¬ 
sible. Then, too, appointments for 
a fixed term plaoe the appointee in 
a position of political independence 
wliere he is not required to surren¬ 
der his convictions In order to re- 
tain his position. I need hardly 
add that the examination should 
be such as to test the fitness of the 
candidate for the work to be done, 
and not to determine his knowl¬ 
edge upon other subjects. Appoint¬ 
ments for a fixed term, made after 
suitable examination and propor¬ 
tion to the voting strength of the 
respective parties, would, in my 
judgment, give an efficient admin¬ 
istration of the public service, pro¬ 
vide agnitist the dangers which flow 
from fife tenure, remove the ques¬ 
tion from the domain of partisan 
noKUes, aqij BtyUftfita* political iq- 
dependence to subordinate offlcals/ 1

Effects of Veils on the Eye- 
buhit. —Dr Caaey A. Wood states 
in the Boston Medical Surgical 
Journal, as paraphrased by Mod¬ 
ern Medicine, “tliat every ophthal¬ 
mologist has noticed that the wear¬ 
ing of veils is productive of weak 
eyesiget, headaches, and sometimes 
vertigo and nausea. This is due 
to the Btraim which is necessarily 
exerted by one or both eyes in or¬ 
der to see thro the obstruction, the 
irregular figuring of the veil is al¬ 
so a source of annoyance. The 
weakest eyes suffer most; but where 
the vision is normal, they are able 
to bear the extra strain, and thus 
ssthenopio symtoms traceable di¬ 
rectly to the nae of the vail usually 
escape notice. Dr Wood states 
that after a series of experiments, 
he finds that every kind of veil af¬ 
fect* the ability to see, more or 
leas, the most objectionable kind 
being the dotted veil. The least 
objectionable one is the one with¬ 
out dots, with Urge, regalar meeb- 
es made with single compact 
threads.

These are 
the destructive forces which ap¬ 
pear in all serious crises. 

Properly understood in its truest 
aud deepest sense the social move¬ 
ment that has raised the social 
problem is an effort of human na¬ 
ture to realize itself, to fulfil the 
prophecy concealed in humnnity, 
to give expression and exercise to 
the innate powers, and to*make 
the inborn possibility an actuality. 
The divine spark must be quench¬ 
ed—human natdre must be chang¬ 
ed—before the struggle to rise into 
better condition can be checked. 
All that is needed is for people to 
come to themselves to make such 
a struggle as natural as it is for 
the sun to arise. Education awak¬ 
ens people, gives them ideals, of

Something ns to the improve¬ 
ments made under Henry Harper’s 
supervision may be interesting. 
The tannery shop was built by 
William Cjvey, son of George. 
George Civey built the grist mill. 

Robert Irvine and John Irvine 
built the saw-mill and the same 
parties put up the tilt-hammer and 
shop. The residence near tbe road 
was built by John Irvine, and 
Chesley K. Moore erected the 
dwelling beyond the creek. 

The mill-stones first used in the 
Harper Mill were made by Adam 
Sharatt, near Friel’s, on Greenbri. 
er River. Tbia person lived at the 
Sharatt place, three or four miles 
up the Greenbrier from Marlinton, 
where he hlld a mill. The first 
burrs were bought at John Brad¬ 
shaw’s s sale, near Huntersville.

During the trial hot words were 
passed and open hostilities were 
narrowly averted on several occa¬ 
sions. The relatives and friend of 
tho two litigants crowded the rude, 
court room, all armed and ready to 
to take an active part if the iin|>eii 
ding battle broke out. But it was 
avoided, and nothing more than 
threats from the leaders of the Me 
Coy factiou occurred to give alarm. 
Thus the feud started, and for for¬ 
ty years it kept the country side in 
a state of excitement. 

The McCoys made good their 
threats. One morning the body of 
Bill Stayton, mi grandson of tbq 
plaintiff in the hog cane, was found 
lying dead with a bullet hole in his 
head. Two of the numerous McCoy 
boys were arrested for,the murder, 
but were ncquited at the trial. At 
this juncture the outbreaking of the 
civil war played a part. Tim dead 
ly enemies now ami sworn to kill 
members of the opposing faction at 
sight, they united in their coun¬ 
try's defense, ami for four years the 
war lasted a truce was declared.

This was at first dented, but in 1887 
the officials of both States united 
in an effort to suppress ;hi* bloody 
lead. The McCoy* Imd suffered so 
much that their spit it for revenge 
rarely, showed,, but they eagerly 
grasped at the proposition that they 
join the officers iu search of the 
Hatfield leaders. Three of gang 
were captured, ami subsequently 
sent to the State prison. 

The zeal of the McCoys in join¬ 
ing the officers aroused the irO of 
their enemies, and a raid was plan¬ 
ned for New Year’s.night of 1888. 

Nine of the Hatfields, led liy 
Uncle Jim' Vnnqe, attacked the 
housf(FoF"Y)l<l Randolph McCoy. 
Two girls were in one end of tile 
house, anti o^o, Allaplmre McCoy 
Opened the dovr when the gang 
demandoii admission. She was inim 
mediately shot ana\killed by Elli¬ 
son Mounts, at theXroinnmnd of 
Vance. • Mrs McCoy sbirtorfirom 
the door to go to her dead daugh¬ 
ter, when Jiui qance broke .two of 
her ribs with the butt of his gun, 
and stunned her with a blow from 
his pistol. Calvin McCoy was kill¬ 
ed in the'exchange of shots, and 
the old man was wounded. 

Strange ns it may seem, tho Rat- 
fields repudiated the killing of tho 
McCoy girts With their character¬ 
istic brutality toward women, it is 
hard to say what prompted it, but 
they delivered Ellison Mounts who 
tired the shot, into tho officers' 
hands, and on thoir testimony he 
was convicted aud hanged. 

From that time the feud, while 
it has been kept up, has not been 
as exciting as in former days. Now 
and then a •Hatfield and McCoy 
exchange shots, hut tho last man 
killed met his fate two years ago. 
The persistent pursuit of the Hat¬ 
fields by. the {deputies drove them 
into the mountain fastnesses, and 
made the warfare before used im¬ 
possible. 

And now comes the reconcilia¬ 
tion—the end of it all. Aaron 
Hatfield, a nephew of old u Cap v 
Hatfield, met and loved pretty Ma¬ 
ry McCoy, daughter of tho head of 
the family, Rudolph McCoy. Prim- 
itivte in thei r lmh its, these moun¬ 
tain lovers knew nothing of what 
the social world terms convention¬ 
ality in courtship. There was no 
one to say that they should do this 
or do that. They only knew that 
they loved each other, that it was 
the lasting, enduring love of years, 
and thev were happy, The rugged 
barren hillsides were their trysting 
places; there they me! alone, and 
their secret was shared wit If none 
save oner Slid he was the trusted 
friend, who saw to it that neither 
family knew that of what was 
transpiring until the time for the 
announcement was deemed ripe. 

• For there was danger should Ihxr 
secret Ik? known prematurely. The 
fires of the feud, tho smouldering, 
were by no means qut. One day 
Aarou told Mary that his brother 
would g® to see her father the fol- 
lowing day. The lovers met at tho 
house of tho friend. All day they 
waited to hear what the result had 
been. Mary at the wjndow saw 
the stalwart form of her lovers 
brother approach tho house. 4 ‘lt’s 
all right," he said. And then'Came 
the joyful news that the wedding 
would end forever tho forty-year
